The ones named discussed the situation for 
nearly two hours, and after luncheon again 
met for an hour. 

It is known _that a number of plans to re- 
lieve the dead-lock in the .oal regions were 
fully talked over, and among them the 
action that has been started in the courts of 
Massachusetts to have receivers appointed 
for the coal operators. The presence of 
Gov. Crane, who is known to command the 
confidence of the President for his sagacity 
and thorough grasp of great business prob- 
lems, gave more than ordinary emphasis to 
this method of solving the question of 
compelling the advance of coal from the 
mines to the consumers. 

From one of those who took part in the 
Ge.iberations it is learned that when the 
conference came to a close «very one was 
just as far from seeing a path out of the 
difficulty as when they met. The Presi- 
dent expressed his determination to employ 
any constitutional power that could be 
pointed out to him, but that in common 
with others he was thus far at loss to see 
what he could do. It was even hinted that 
it would be justifiable for him to step be- 
yond the limits of law or constitutional 
prerogative to save the country from the 
fire consequences of an indefinite prolonga- 
tion of the strike into the Winter.

The idea of calling Congress in special 
session with the purpose of securing legis- 
lation that should compel the companies 
te furnish the people with coal was taken 
up and dismissed, with the other plans. 

The President may give out a statement 
on the situation in the nature of an appeal 
on patriotic grounds‘to both sides in the 
Struggle, to recede from their present at- 
titude, dissolve their differences, and come 
to an agreement, but no draft of such an 
appeal was before the conference.

TREASURER PLEADS GUILTY.

Penitent and a Physical Wreck, Henry

BOSTON, Mass., Sept. 30.—Penitent and 
physical wreck, Henry F. Coe, the aged 
Treasurer of the Bowker Fertilizer Com- 
pany, appeared for sentence this afternoon 
before Judge Aiken in the Superior Crimi- 
nal Court. Mr. Coe pleaded guilty to the 
first of the five counts in the indictment, 
involving the larceny from the company of 
$90,000. The aggregate amount set forth in 
the Grand Jury's bill was something like

which the defendant admitted he misap- 
lied. 
P'Medical testimony was introduced by the 
defense showing that Mr. Coe was more fit 
for a hospital cot than he was for a prigon 
cell. On this account, and owing to the 
fact that he had surrendered all that he 
had in the world in an attempt to make 
restitution, Lawyer Melvin O. Adams, his 
counsel, asked that the sentence be sus- 
pended for six months.

COMMITS SUICIDE 


Shoets Himself in His Cabin on the 
Battleship Kearsarge. 


ee 


Said to Have Suffered Severe Mental | 


Strain in Recent Manoeuvres— 


Seemed Cheerful Yesterday. 


Lieut. Commander William V 
executive officer of the United States bat- 
tleship Kearsarge, committed suicide yes- 
terday in his cabin on that vessel, at the 
Brooklyn Navy Yard, by shooting himself 
in the head with a revolver. The event 
caused a sensation at the yard, where sev- 
eral vessels of the North Atlantic Squad- 
ron are now lying. Just what caused Com- 
mander Bronaugh to take his own life could 
not be learned. All of his brother officers 
who were seen declared that they were ig- 
norant of the circumstances which led to 
the deed. 

He was busy yesterday morning attend- 
ing to his duties, and was quietly convers- 
ing with other officers of the ship on deck 
shortly before noon, when he said sudden- 
ly he would go to his cabin and prepare 
for dinner. He seemed cheerful. 

Soon after the officers and crew of the 
ship were startled by the report of a re- 
volver coming from his room. Several of 
the officers rushed to the cabin. They 
found Commander Bronaugh bleeding from 
a wound in the temple. Dr. McClung, the 
ship's surgeon, was called, but when he 
reached the cabin Commander Bronaugh 
was dead. 

Word was at once sent to Rear Admiral 
Commandant-of the yard, and a

Commander Bronaugh's daughter is a 
student at the Rounds School for Girls, on 
Clinton Avenue, Brooklyn. At the school 
last night it was said that Mrs. Bronaugh 
had been stopping for a week thtre with 
her daughter, and that both were pros- 
trated because of the suicide. Neither 
could be seen, but it was said for them 
that Commander Bronaugh, who spent 
Monday night at the school, had been ill. 

The suicide from overwork is one of a 
number ‘that have occurred on board 
United States warships during the past 
few weeks. In this connection Capt. Pur- 
nell F. Harrington, Captain of the Brook- 
lyn yard, expressed a theory as to Com- 
mander Bronaugh’s act. 

“He,” said Capt. Harrington, ‘‘ may 
have been thinking of the other suicides, 
which were very sad affairs, and in an 
unguarded .moment the desire to try it 
himself seized him, he lost his mental 
balance, and it was all over in a minute.” 

Lieut. Commander Bronaugh was born in 
Kentucky, and entered the Naval Academy 
in 1873, graduating from there in 1879. He 
served on the Tennessee in 1880, and. from 
that year to 1888 was successively attached 
to the Alaska, McArthur, Blake, and Ports- 
mouth. He was promoted to Ensign in 
1881, and to the rank of Lieutenant of the 
junior grade tn 1888; was Inspector of steel 
for new cruisers from 1888 to 1891; was 
on the Alliance in the Pacific from 1892 to 
1894, and was subsequently attached to the 

He was promoted to Lieutenant Jan. 27, 
1893, and to Lieutenant Commander July 1, 
1%). In August, 1900, he was assigned to 
duty in the department of equipment in 
the Brooklyn avy Yard. He was trans- 
ferred to the Massachusetts last year. 

The body has been placed in the hospital 
chapel at the yard, and will be taken to 
Hopkinsville, Ky., which was Commander 
Bronaugh’'s home, on Friday. 


HOLD UP COACH FOR FUN. 
Prank of Three Young Men Who Make 


Occupants Deliver Up Valuables 
Near Goshen, N. ‘Y.

GOSHEN, N. Y., Sept. 30.—The four- 
horse ‘‘ read break "’ coach known a&g “‘ The 
Pioneer,”’ which during the Summer season 
has run daily between this village and 
Warwick, a dozen miles away, was held up 
on its farewell trip to-night by three 
masked men, and its passengers robbed of 
all their valuables. 

Late to-night word reached this village 
from Warwick to the effect that the hold- 
up was a hoax perpetrated by three young 


men of Warwick, who believed that an old- 
fashioned hold-up would be a fitting climax 
to the coaching season. The passengers, 
however, were in entire ignorance of the 
affair, and do not yet know that.the hold- 
up was not the real thing. The identity 
of the young men is being concealed. 

Early in the Summer Clinton Wisner, 
President of Warwick village and the Re- 
publican leader there, together with his 
brother, Horace 8S. Wisner, both of whom 
are very wealthy men. purchased the tally- 
ho coach and determined to make daily 
coaching trips to Goshen and return.

By 
the time Mr. Wisner had controlled the 
horses the bandits had their guns turned 
upon him, and while two stood guard the 
third climbed upon the break and quickly 
relieved the women passengers of their 
jewelry. and Mr. Wisner of the money in 
his pockets. 

One of the women, Mrs. Webster, fainted, 
and all of the others screamed with fright 
and became violently hysterical. 


READING, Pa., Sept. 30.—An attempt 
was made to wreck a Philadelphia and 
Reading Railroad express train late last 
night at Brooke’s Crossing, a short distance 
below Pottstown, Penn. 

A fishplate had been spiked to the rail 
in such a manner that the wheels would 
strike it when the train came along. The 
wheel of the engine did strike the obstruc- 
tion but the plate broke and the train was 
not derailed. 

Twenty-nine persons were arrested by the 
railroad detectives to-day on suspicion of 
having some connection with the attempt to 
wreck the train. They will be held nd- 
ing investigation. The Reading officials 
say it was the most deliberate attempt to 
wreck a train ever made on the main line.

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GOULD ESTATE WILL PAY. 


Settlement in the Suit of Asher Wert- 
heimer—Countess de Castellane to 
be Insured in Favor of Plaintiff 
Until Full Sum ts Paid. 


Application is to be made shortly before 
Judge Lacombe in the United States Cir- 
cuit Court, by consent of all counsel, for 
the court’s approval of a settlement of the 
Wertheimer claim of 2,000,000f. against 
Count and Countess Boni de Castellane, 
and for authority to pay over the money 
in accordance with the terms of the agree- 
ment, now made public. 

The claim is of Asher Wertheimer, 4 
London art dealer, for works of art pur- 
chased by the Count and Countess shortly 
after their marriage, and, in one form or 
another, it has been hanging fire in the 
courts for over a year. Wertheimer has 
contended that his claim should have prece- 
dence over all others on the Castellane es- 
tate, and that he should be protected in it 
by an insurance in his favor on the Count- 
ess’s life. These two points have been the 
centres of serious contention, but both are 
conceded now, and form a part of the 
terms of agreemext. 

This agreement was stated by Samuel 
Untermyer, counsel for Wertheinfer, yes- 
terday as follows: 

That the Wertgegimer claim be admitted 
for the full amount (2,000,000f.) with inter- 
est at 4 per cent., to be paid in monhly in- 
stallments of $8,000 until the whole is sat- 
isfied; that the Countess is to have her life 
insured for the full amount of the claim, 
the policy to be made out in Mr. Wert- 
heimer’s favor, so that if she dies before 
the final settlement he will be protected, 
and that these payments to Mr. Wertheim- 


er are to have priority over payments to 
all other creditors, so that whenever the 
Gould estate makes a payment the amount 
necessary to be applied on Mr. Wertheim- 
er's claim at the given time shall be first 
deducted. 

It is further agreed that by this settle- 
ment the fairness of the transactions be- 
tween Mr. Wertheimer and Count Boni and 
the genuineness of the articles bought are 
admitted. 

The matter may possibly be brought be- 
fore the court to-day, but if it is deferred 
the delay will be but for a little time. 


RECEIVER FOR SALT TRUST. 


National Company, It Is Said, Stood to 
Lose Largely Because of a Con- 
tract for Raw Material. 


TRENTON, N. J., Sept. 30.—Chancellor 
Magie, at hig, home, in Elizabeth, yester- 
Gay appointed Frank P. McDermott of Jer- 
sey City and Nathan S. Beardslee of War- 
saw, N. Y., receivers for the National Salt 
Company: The papers in the case were 
filed here late this afternoon. The applica- 
tion for a receiver was made by Chauncey 
H. Strickland of New York City. The com- 
pany’s liabilities are given at $1,150,000, and 
the quick assets at $858,000. 

It is said that the company lost $225,000 
during the first six months of. the present 
year, and that it stands to lose $35,000 a 


month because of a contract under which 
the company was to pufcthase from the 
Michigan Salt Association and others ata 
stipulated price, about 2,000,000 barrels of 
salt a year. That contract dees not expire 
until January, 1904. 

The papers ir the case show that the Na- 
tional Salt Company was organized in 1809 
with an‘ authorized capital of $12,000,000, 
and that the company subsequently ab- 
sorbed the United Salt Company, which 
had been its competitor in business in 
Ohio. For the stock valued at $993,400 of 
the united company the National Company 
was to have paid about $2,000,000 in stock 
tof its own company and $1,055,000 in cash. 


COAL TEAMSTERS’ STRIKE. 


Will Not Haul to Chicago Public Schools 
Because of Trouble with a 
Coal Company.

CHICAGO, Sept. 30.—Members of the Coal 
Teamsters’ Union decided this morning not 
to haul coal to any public school building 
until the Board of Education induces the 
Anthracite-Bituminous Coal Company, 
which has the school contract for the 
Northwest Side, to pay its men the union 
wage. 

The teamsters employed by the company 
went on strike last week, but the matter 
was considered of minor importance until 
the union heard that the company_was 
about to employ non-union teamsters. Pres- 
ident Smith and Business Agent Milton 
Booth of the organization then decided to 
go after the customers of the company, the 
chief of which was the Board of Education. 

The teamsters believe a fight against all 
firms with contracts would force the An- 
thracite-Bituminous Company to an imme- 
diate settlement. The school contracts for 
coal were let last week, but there has been 
practically no hauling, and should a cold 
snap set in the situation would be serious. 
The teamsters will also attempt to cut off 
the coal supply from the Commonwealth 
Electric Company, which receives its fuel 
from the company. 


A CARNEGIE GIFT REFUSED. 


Marylebone Borough (England) De- 
clines $150,000 — Philanthropist 
Gives $45,000,000 Yearly. 


LONDON, Sept. 30.—The committee of 
the Marylebone Borough Council has 
drawn up a report recommending that 
Council thank Andrew Carnegie for 
his offer of $150,000 for the establish-

MINNEAPOLIS, Sept. 30.—Late this aft-

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DEVERY THREATENS 
TD FLOP 10 ODELL 


If Not Seated, He Will Cam- 
paign tor Republicans. 


He Will Endeaver to Besmirch 
the Political Reputation of 
Ex-Senator Hill in To- 
day’s Convention. 


Special to The New York Times. 

SARATOGA, N. Y., Sept. 30.—If the pres- 
ent programme to throw out both the 
Devery and the Goodwin delegations from 
the Ninth District is carried in the con- 
vention to-morrow, one of the biggest sen- 
sations which ever attended a convention 
in the State is threatened. Devery will 
not only fight to the last ditch, but will 
endeavor to besmirch the political repu- 
tation of David B. Hill, He and his friends 
claim to have the evidence on which they 
can show up Mr. Hill in a light which will 
be most embarrassing to him. This evi- 
dence they claim to have secured from Mr. 
Hill himself this evening. 

When the Devery outbreak was at its 
height in the convention to-day, several of 
Devery’s trusted lieutenants went to Mr. 
Hill's room in the Grand Union Hotel and 
demanded to know of him how Devery was 
to be treated in the convention. There was 
a half hour’s discussion, at the end of 
which Mr. Hill submitted to Devery's 
friends a compromise proposition. Mr. 
Hill’s compromise proposition was this: 

He proposed that the Committee on Reso- 
lutions should declare the Devery delega- 
tion the legally elected delegation from 
the Ninth District provided Mr. Devery, 
after the reading of the resolution, would 
rise in his seat and declare that, having 
been conceded all that he was contending 
for, he would, in the interest of harmony, 
withdraw from the convention. 

Devery's friends asked Mr. Hill to submit 
the proposition in writing. This, it is 
claimed most positively, Mr. Hill did. Dev- 
ery’s close personal advisers said late to- 
night that Devery now had the document 
in his possession. 

Having received the written 
Devery’s friends said that, before giving a 
decision upon it, they would have to sub- 
mit it to Devery. They asked to be allowed 
to take the written proposal to him. Mr. 
Hill consented. They then went to Mr. 
Devery's room in the United States Hotel 
and submitted to him Mr. Hill's proposal. 
The “ Big Feliow ” read it, and is said to 
have burst into tears. When he had recov- 
ered from the first shock of his emotion 
he rose and, shaking the paper in the face 
of his friends, said: 

“You go back and tell Mr. Hill that I 
have a wife and children whose good name

This méssage was taken to Mr. Hill, and 
a second demand made that Devery be 
given his rights without condition. Mr. Hill 
refused. Devery’'s friends then threatened. 
They said that if Devery was not seated by 
the convention to-morrow they would start 
a campaign for Odell, beginning at Troy on 
the way back to New York, und would con- 
tinue it up to the day of election. 

They said that the Ninth District would 
give majority for Odell, but Hill was 
obdurate. He stood by his compromise 
proposition as the only one which he had 
to offer. Devery’s friends, according to 
their statements to-night, refused to sur- 
render to him the written geopoes: which 
he is alleged to have made to Devery, and 
at midnight they say that if Mr. Devery is 
cast out of the convention to-morrow they 
will make the document public. 

It is stated at 1:30 o'clock that the fear 
of what Devery and his friends may do at 
the convention has caused the State Com- 
mittee to issue an entirely new set of tick- 
ets other than the tickets for delegates and 
alternates, so that Devery's ‘‘ gang” will 
be kept out of the convention hall. 
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ISLAND BRIDGE 
FACLS BEFORE TRAIN. 


New Structure Collapses, and Five Car 
Loads of Passengers Are Saved 
from Being Plungec Into Creek. 


The new bascule bridge across Coney Isl- 
and Creek, on the line of the West End 
Electric Road of the Brooklyn Rapid Tran- 
sit Company, collapsed and fell into the 
stream at 4:45 o'clock yesterday afternoon, 
as it was being opened to permit of the 
passage of an east-bound tug. The struct- 
ure sank in twenty feet of water, leaving 
bridge tender on the Coney Island side 


powerless to stop a train from Manhattan 
which was due to pass vver the bridge 
within a few minutes. 

Policeman Patrick Fennell of the Coney 
Island Station was standing on the bank 
close to a skiff a short distance away. He 
saw the danger, leaped into the boat, and 
quickly pull it to the other shore. Then 
he ran up the track as the train came into 
view, stopping it in good season. There were 
five cars well filled, and the passengers 
were greatly impressed when they realized 
their peril. ‘ 

The tug for which the bridge was opened 
was making for a coal pier on the other 
side of the bridge, and whistled for it to 
open. The ponderous trackway had just 
got fairly in motion when the crash came. 
The bridge did not fall all at once, but in 
several sections, each of which made a tre- 
mendous splash as it struck the water. 


ELEVATED TRAINS STALLED. 


For some reason, which the employes on 
the Second Avenue elevated railroad line 
would not, saying that they could not, ex- 
plain, a dozen trains were stalled on the 
line between Fourteenth and Forty-second 
Streets this morning for half an hour, be- 
tween 12:15 and 12:45 o’clock. 

It was evident that the electric power had 
been cut off, as the trains were in dark- 
ness. In all instances, the trains were 
stalled between stations, and the motormen 
and trainmen would not allow the passen- 
gers who desired to leave the trains and 
walk on the structure to the stations be- 
cause of danger by possible contact with 
the third rail if the power were suddenly 
tured on. 

Most of the up-town trains were crowded 
with men and women returning from the 
theatres.

FROM CONEY ISLAND. 


Santos-Dumont No. 6 and Stevens’s Con- 





trivance Essay Flight—Nobody 


Killed. 


Two airships flew yesterday from Coney 
Island and both voyages were successful, 
as compared with some foreign :experti- 
ments, inasmuch as nobody was killed and 
neither machine was wrecked. Yet there 
was little promise in either of the dawn of! 
the day when travelers will be freed from 
the tedium and discomforts of limited*ex- 
press trains and twin-screw steamships. 
Santos-Dumont No. 6 arose from the aero- 
drome at Brighton Beach, bound for Cen- 
tral Park wat 3:30 o'clock. It landed at 4:2? 
o'clock on Grimes’s farm, on the Neck 
Road, near Jerome Avenue, Sheepshead 


Bay, where long after dark it still lay de- 
flated, awaiting the coming of a venicle} 
big enough to convey it back to its starting 
point. Edward C. Boice, the navigator and 
Sole passenger, explained that he had come 
down because one of the ropes had fouled 
the propeller, rendering a more serious ac- 
cident probable. 

Leo Stevens, the other aeronaut, fired by 
the sight of his rival in the air, started his 
machine on the spur of the mofment from 
the aerodrome opposite the Manhattan 
Beach Hotel at 3:45 o'clock, bound for 
Staten Island, as he afterward said. After 
some astonishing evolutions he struck a 
network of telegraph wires at Sheepshead 
Bay Road and West First Street, Coney 
Island, at 4:40 o'clock, after traversing 
about three-quarters of a mile. He came 
down, he said, because he had dropped 
what he called the ‘‘ generator wrench.” He 
rocked the airship from one side to another 
until he reached one of the cross arms of 
a telegraph pole, down which he climbed, 
and then a trolley repair crew rescued his 
airship from’the wires, which had entangled 
its driving fans. 

The local Weather Bureau reports show! 
that during the time the machines were in 
the air the wind blew steadily eight miles 
an hour from the northeast. That is rated 
as a light wind. Boice's trip is more inter.| 
esting from a scientific standpoint, as his 
progress from start to finish was almost 
directly in the teeth of the wind, although 
his horizontal course was decidedly erratic. 


OPENS WISCONSIN CAMPAIGN. 


Gov. La Follette Says the Tariff Cannot: 
Be Held Responsible for the 
Trusts. 


« 


MILWAUKEE, Wis., Sept: 30.—Goyv. Rob- 
ert M. La Follette opened the campaign for 
the Republicans of Wisconsin in this eity 
to-night before an immense audience. Gov. 
La Follette was enthusiastically received: 
He spoke in part as follows: 

‘It is charged that the tariff is respond! 
sible for trusts. This charge is most strong 
ly pressed by ‘ti:rose who opposed protectior 
before trusts were known. They ignore the 
fact that organization of trusts and combi- 
nations began but a few years ago, and are 
fast gaining the control of business every- 
where. They are not confined to any coun- 
try, nor are they the offspring of any tar- 
iff policy. They rule the market in free- 
trade products in this country, and in what- 


ever products they choose in free-trade 


countries. 
‘I believe that the hour has come when 


tariff revision must stand close guard over 


tariff schedules. But this revision should 
be on the true protective principle of guard- 
ing American labor from free competition 
with cheaper foreign labor, and yet take 
the place of suppressed competition. 

‘*T believe that not only all Republicans, 
but all citizens, independent of political 
consideration, would concede that tariff re 
vision cannot effectively grapple, indeed, 
would be but a feeble, inadequate, and un- 
certain remedy for the trust evil, which 
confronts us to-day. Their gigantic power, 
their mastery of the industrial world, can- 
not be exaggerated. 

‘Anthracite coal is not protected by the 
tariff. But glance at the problem it pre- 
sents. Ninety-five per cent. of the entire 
coal field is owned and controlled by eight 
railroad companies. The lines of these rall- 
ways furnish the sole available means for 
transportation of anthracite coal to mar- 
ket. In pursuit of a settled policy, these 
railways have forced private owners to 
sell their coal mines and coal lands at half 
value, first by increasing freight rates, and 
second by refusing to carry ‘the coal’ for 
private owners at any price, ‘vhenever such 
owners could not be brought to terms by 
the establishment of exorbitant transpor- 
tation rates. Owning the -oal and owning 
the railroads over which the coal is trans- 
ported to market, they fixed the freight 
rates at an exorbitant figure, in order to 
make consumers pay dividends on. the over- 
capitalization of the railroads and coal 
mines. 

“We believe with the President that 
these great monopolies constitute the fore- 
most of National questions. There is prob- 
ably not an important trust in the United 
States which does not have the assistance 
of railroads in destroying its competitors 
in business. The limitation and control of 
these public-service corporations in the le- 
gitimate field as common carriers, is an tm- 
portant element_in the practical solution of 
the problem with which we have to deal.”

It seems to be taken for granted by prac- 
tically everybody that this slate will go 
through as named. At the same time Mr. 
Hill is sanctioning the encouragement of 
the impression that this is to be a wide- 
open convention and that the nominations 
rest with the delegates. 

After an hour's conference between Sen- 
ator Hill, Hugh McLaughlin, Senator Mc- 
Carren, and James H. Shevlin, which end-

To-night the anti-Colerites abandoned 
the effort to defeat Coler by raising a 
“false cry for Judge Parker or Mr. Hill. 
Brought face to face with the fact that 
the majority of the delegates are for Mr. 
Coler, that Mr. Coler wants the nomina- 
tion, and that Mr. Coler will bring a cam- 
paign fund to the party which 1s stated 
to be $300,000, they admit that he will be 
the candidate. 

Now that the atmosphere has been: 
cleared by the authorized announcement of

It has been decided that Mr. Coler will be 
put in nomination by John L. Shea of 
Brooklyn, one of his closest personal 
friends and a man who, when Bridge Com- 
missioner under the Van Wyck adminis- 
tration, stood shoulder to shoulder with 
him, beating the Ramapo grabbers in the 
Board of Public Improvements.

Everybody is now asking what “ Big

As his voice grew louder and his gesticula- 
tions more violent, the raps of the Chair 
man’s gavel became more vigorous 
what the excited delegate was saying was 
lost to the convention. It was necessary to 
send a couple of Assistant Sergeants-at- 
Arms to his place to subdue him. 

When quiet had been once more restored 
Chairman Stanchfield announced that Mr. 
Kenney and all other nversons desiring to 
contest the seating of any delegation would 
be given a full and fair opportunity to state 
their claims. 

The reading of the roll then 
without interruption until the Ninth 
trict of New York was reached. As 
retary Mason started to read the names of 
the Goodwin delegation, that being the 
delegation which Tammany had requested 
to have placed on the temporary roll, there 
eccurred such a scene as is seldom wit- 
nessed in a convention. 

As soon as the name of Frank J. Goodwin 
was mentioned by the Secretary there 
were wild cries of ‘“ Devery, Devery!” 
from the floor and gallery. Devery arose 
in his place. He was greeted with tremen- 
dous dheering. He smiled and bowed. The 
demonstration in his honor continued for 
several minutes, he smiling and bowing all 
the time. 

While the demonstration was going on 
some one in authority told Secretary Ma- 
gon to go right on with the reading of the 
roll. He did so. Devery and his men were 
so interested in the demonstration which 
they had called forth that it was a minute 
or more before they realized what was 
taking place on the platform. Then some 
ene in the delegation ‘*‘ put Bill next,”’ 
quote the expressive phraseology of 
typical Devery followers,

“Mr. Chairman, I call your attention to 
the fourth amendment of the United 
States Constitution.

At one time Secretary Mason, evidently 
impressed by_the strength of the demon- 
stration in Devery’s behalf, stopped his 
reading, but Tammany delegates imme- 
diately shouted to him toe go on, and he 
resumed. The outburst called forth by the 
Devery protest continued all through the 
reading of the roll. If there were any 
otter contestants in the hall they did not 
get a chance to express their protest. 
Not a name that Mr. Mason read after he 
had called that of Goodwin was heard 
beyond the press table in front of the 
convention, and it was only occasionally 
that one of them could be heard even at 
that close range. 


ORDER FINALLY RESTORED. 


When the temporary roll had been de- 
ciared approved by Chairman Stanchfield, 
the Devery demonstration wore itself out. 
But, as stated, the excitement and confu- 
sion which it caused led Mr. Stanchfield 


and the Secretary to overlook the reading 
of the names of the members of the vari- 
ous committees. The Chairmen of the 
committees, however, were announced and 
the names of the members were handed in 
to the Chairman by the various delegations 
and the places of meeting announced after 
the convention had adjourned. 

The following are the Chairmen of the va- 
rious committees 

Resolutions—George Raines of Monroe. 

Contested Seats—John D. McMahan of 
Oneida. 

Permanent Organization—C. T. McClel- 
land of Westchester. 

Delegate Murphy of New York was rec- 
ognized to move that all resolutions be 
read and referred without debate to the 
Committee on Resolutions when appointed. 
The motion was carried. 

On motion of John D. McMahan of Oneida 
the Committee on Contested Seats was 
ordered composed of one member from each 
Senatorial district, the member not to have 
the right to vote on contests affecting his 
district The motion authorizing the ap- 
pointment of the Committee on Resolutions 
was made by George Raines of Monroe, 
and that regarding Permanent Organiza- 
tion by C. 'T. McClelland of Westchester. 

The convention then, spon motion of 
Perry Belmont, adjourned at 2 o’clock until 
10 o'clock to-morrow morning.

MR. STANCHFIELD’S SPEECH. 


Tariff for Revenue Only the Vital Is- 
sue, He Says—He Attacks: the 
Odell Administration, 


SARATOGA, Sept. 30.—John B. Stanch- 
field, Elmira, the temporary Chairman 
of the Democratic State Convention, ad- 
dressed that body here to-day. He spoke 
in part as follows: 

“When we signed the treaty of peace at 
Paris we commit®d ourselves to differing 
policies in respect to Cuba and the Philip- 
pines. We said that Cuba should be free 
and independent, and our possession of tha 
island was only to continue until she pro- 
vided for herself a government to which we 
could turn over the territory. By the same 
treaty we bought the Philippines, and paid 
for them the sum of $20,000,000, leaving 
their ultimate disposition to Congress. 

‘The Democratic Party makes no attack 
upon the American soldier. The rank and 
file of our soldiers and sailors is largely 
composed of Democrats, and foul indeed is 
the bird that soils its own nest. We assault 
the Administration that is carrying on this 
so-called war in the Philippines upon the 
ground that it does not declare a time when 
it will turn over the islands to their: peo- 
ple, as we did in the case of Cuba.”

More than seventy 
years ago Judge Spencer, a distinguished 
jurist, first conceived and shaped into leg- 
islative form a provision for the establish- 
ment of a local board of managers in con- 
nection with the building of the State Hos- 
pital at Utica. The idea was in harmony 
with a Democratic form of. government. 
The managers, being resident in the local- 
ity where the hospital is situated, came in 
touch not only with the medical staff in 
control, but with the nurses, employes, and 
patients as well. 

‘The effect of the present law has been 
to completely destroy this system, so care- 
fuliy built up on the wisdom of men of 
years of experience, and to turn the entire 
management, economical, financial, and 
medical, over to the merciless care of a po- 
litical figurehead. To attain this result, by 
incontestable evidence, it has been demon- 
strated that the poor, unfortunate patients 
have been deprived of a sufficient food al- 
lowance to maintain their physical well- 
being. The dietary now in force, according 
to the statement of physicians who are in 
a position to know, is below the actual 
physiological requirements of the patients.

1,000-TON BARGE CANAL. 
Sule onisatehon, 16. ta-Oald, Will Recom- 


mend a Plank Declaring for One— 
Framing a Platform. 


SARATOGA, N. Y., Sept. 30.—It was 
learned late to-night that the sub-commit- 
tee. to which had been referred the ques- 
tion of a canal improvement and other 
planks had decided to recommend to the 
Committee on Resolutions to-morrow a 
plank declaring for a 1,000-ton barge canal. 

Chairman George Raines and the Com- 
mittee on Resolutions met in the afternoon. 
They were overwhelmed with requests that 
certain planks be placed in the platform. 
At the conclusion of the meeting it was 
said few of the proposed planks received 
much consideration. 

The proposed planks caused somewhat of 
a flurry in the committee. The Liberal 
Democracy, with a committee of five, 
headed by Robert Baker, as spokesman, de- 
manded the incorporation of the following: 

“That the Democratic State Convention 
stand for a reaffirmatign of the Kansas 
City platform as a whele?’ 

The Chicago-Kansas City Platform Party 
of New York State, through Calvin J. 
Keach, demanded the incorporation of this: 

“The Democratic Party of the Empire 
State recognizes the National platform of 
1900 as the organic law of the party until 
it be changed by another National Conven- 
tion; and regrets that it was not ratified 
by the people at the polls.” 

Mr. Baker offered these suggestions for 
the platform: 

“That every article produced by a trust 
or combination be at once deprived of all 
tariff protection; election by the poowe of 
Federal Judges and United States Senators, 
pending which the State Convention should 
nominate candidates for the United States 
Senate; Governmental acquirement and 
operation of railroads and coal mines; en- 
tire home rule over local affairs to munici- 
palities, including local option in taxation; 
that municipalities be empowered to ac- 
quire, construct, and operate all public 
service utilities, oo which all new, 
modified and extended franchises only to 
become operative when ratified by popular 
vote; the initiative and referendum; Con- 
stitutional amendment to secure the pre- 
vailing rate of -wages on all public work; 
exclusion from municipal debt limit of all 
obligations issued for revenue piesucing 

roperties; adequate provision to widen anc 
Reopen the State canals; complete safe- 
guards for freedom of speech and assembly, 
and against Government by injunction by 
enactment of an anti-injunction law; for- 
feiture of office of public officials accept- 
ing free passes, and finally, an explicit 
pledge that if elected, its candidates will 
strive to uproot all forms of special priv- 
ilege.”’ 

John G. Agar presented a plank for the 
preservation of the State forests. It econ- 
demns the policy of the present Republican 
Governor in abandoning the purchase of the 
forest lands of the State, and pledges the 
Democracy to the immediate resumption of 
the policy inaugurated by a Democratic 
Governor, of the acquisition of the Adiron. 
dack and other forest lands. 

A delegation from the Brooklyn Demo- 
cratic Club, headed by Frederick W. Hein- 
richs, who acted as spokesman, presented 
some lanks which they desired incor- 
mocetea in the platform, at least in sub- 
stance. The planks were: 

**First—The compulsory arbitration of 
differences between employer and em- 
ployed, whenever one or the other party to 
such differences desires such arbitration, 

**Second—The widening of the idea of 
Democracy, to make the Democratic. prin- 
ciple of equal and exact justice to all, with 
special privileges to none, as good in in- 
dustry as in the political relation. 

“Third—An amendment of the Constitu- 
tion of the United States providing for the 
election of United States Senators by the 
direct vote of the people. 

‘* Fourth—An independent judiciary, freed 
from political control. 

‘‘ Fifth—Local jurisdiction and control for 
purely local affairs. 

**Sixth—The deepening and widening of 
the canals of the State to accommodate u 
one-thousand-ton barge, 

‘* Seventh—Holding corporations, the 
creatures of the State, to strict accounta- 
bility by the Government, to the end that 
monopoly in trade and transportation shall 
be prevented. 

“ Eighth—Economy of 
State affairs. 

“Ninth—An amendment to the Raines 
law to the end that debauchery In the cities 
of the State occasioned thereby shall be 
prevented. 

‘“Tenth-—A strict observance of the civil 
service laws.”’ 

The canal pla§k adopted at the. confer- 
ence of canal men last night was advocated 
by a large committee, including President 
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Jacob A. Cantor of the Borough of Man- 
hattan, ex-United States Senator Francis D. 
Kernan of Utica, John Cunneen of Buf- 
falo, Henry B. Hebert of the Canal Asso- 
ciation of Greater New York, and William 
Hepburn Russell of the Greater New York 
Democracy. 

Secretary Fulton of the Citizens’ Union 
of New York City presented the five planks 
which were presented to the Republican 
Convention. They declare for home _ rule 
for cities and the improvement of the State 
waterways. 

A sub-committee, consisting of Chairman 
Raines of Rochester, Thomas E. Pearsall 
of Brooklyn. Senator Thomas F. Grady of 
New York City, Herbert P. Bissell of Buf- 
falo, Albert E. Hoyt of Albany, and ex- 
Mayor McGuire of Syracuse, were ap- 
pointed a committee to prepare a platform 
and report at a meeting of the full commit- 
tee at 9 o'clock to-morrow morning.

Alfred Steckler, Ernest Hall, and Will- 
iam A. Keener Nominated by 
the Republicans.

The Republiean County Convention, in 
session at Murray Hill Lyceum last night, 
unanimously renominated for Justices of 
the Supreme Court in the First Department, 
Justices Alfred Steckler, Ernest Hall, and 
William <A. Keener. The applause and 


cheers for Judge Steckler were a marked 
feature of the convention. 

Ernest Hall was born and educated in 
this city. He served both in the army and 
navy during the civil war. He served as 
a member of the Marine Court for several 
years. He was appointed by Gov. Odell to 
fill the vacancy on the Supreme Court 
bench caused by the death of George P. 
Andrews, 

Alfred Steckler is also an appointee of 
Gov. Odell, and was named as the successor 
of Justice McAdam. He was born in this 
city in 1856, and educated in the public 
schools. When little more than a boy he 
was chosen President of the Peter Cooper 
Literary Society, and also of the Hebrew 
Union. He was graduated from Columbia 
Law School in 1877. In 1880 his nomination 
as Judge of the Fourth District Court was 
retused by the controlling political powers. 
Thereupon he was nominated as an Inde- 
pendent candidate. Tammany Hall, the 
County Democracy, Irving Hall and the 
Republican organization united in nominat- 
ing a candidate to beat Mr. Steckler, who 
was, however, elected. 

Justice Keener was born in Augusta, Ga., 
in 1856 and was graduated at Emery Col- 
lege in that State in 1874. In the early 
nineties he was chosen Dean of Columbia 
Law School, retaining the position until 
1901. He is the author of several law 
books which are recognized as authorities, 
and has gained renown as a lecturer on 
“ Equity ’’ and ‘“ Law of Corporations.”

| REPORTED DECISION 


TO KEEP DEVERY OUT 


Goodwin’s Lawyer Says the “ Big 
Chief ” Bought Votes. 


Twenty-five Affidavits Submitted to the 
Committee on Contested Seats— 
Devery Threatens to Run 


for Congress. 


Special to The New York Times. 

SARATOGA, N. Y., Sept. 30.—William 
S. Devery’s cohorts throng the hotel cor- 
ridors and the streets to-night, predicting 
that dire things will happen if their leader 
is kept out of the convention to-morrow. 
His contest was considered by the Com- 
mittee on Contested Seats at its meeting 
this afternoon and evening, and, while no 
official announcement of the result of that 
body's deliberations was made, the opinion 
generally expressed is that Devery will be 
kept out. This programme provides for 
barring the Goodwin delegates also. 

The Devery delegation went to the meet- 
ing of the State Convention to-day, ex- 
pecting that the name of their delegates 
would be read as the regular representa- 
tives of the district, and the wild yell 
that went up when the name of Frank J. 
Goodwin was mentioned first was the 
signal of war on the part of Devery's 
friends. Out of the convention hall they 
formed in column and marched down past 
the Grand Union and the United States 
Hotels singing the song about “‘ The State 
Convention must pay attention to Mr. 
Devery, every, every time,"’ to the air of 
‘““Mr. Dooley.”’ The wrath of the Devery- 
ites was intense. 

“Turn him down? Let them. He will 
knife the ticket down in New York all 
along the line,” said one of Devery’s lieu- 
tenants. 

Mr. Devery himself was wrathful after 
the episode in the convention, and declared: 

“I have been regularly elected a dele- 
gate to this convention. I have my cre- 
dentials, and there has been no protest 
with facts back of it made. I'll go back 
to my district and run for Congress, and 
then see who will be turned down.” 

DEVERY DEMANDS TICKETS. 

Devery, early in the morning, went to 
the headquarters of the State Committee 
and demanded the tickets for his delegates. 
He was informed that, according to cus- 
tom, the names of delegates placed on the 
from the officials of 
each county. The officers of Tammany 
Hall had se@t the Goodwin delegates 
names as the regular. delegates, and there- 
fore Mr. Devery would have to make a 
contest for his seat before the Committee 
on Contested Seats 

Devery also had a talk with Senator D. 
B. Hill. What occurred at the conference 
was not told, but when the ex-Chief of 
Police came out of the room he was ner- 
vous He said: ; 

‘I'll make my fight I'll 
fighting They can't me 
trickery.”’ 

It was rumored that as a result of the 
conference between Devery and Hill, an 
understanding had been reached by which 
the Devery delegates would be seated if 
the ex-Chief of Police kept quiet. This 
part of the alleged programme was carried 
out, and when the Devery men straggled 
to the hall it was with the idea that their 
men would be seated until the committee 
settled on permanent organization. 

During the afternoon the Devery dele- 
gates sought the aid of delegates from 
other counties. They labored with the Troy 
men and soon the Trojans were adorned 
with Devery badges and promised to be 
louder shouters for the New York man than 
his own followers. There was an apparent 
wave of opinion toward Devery by many 
of the up-State delegates, who for years 
have been taught by David B. Hill to fight 
Tammany Hall as the worst political or- 
ganization in the country. Many of them 
claimed that Devery had fought against 
Richard Croker and Tammany Hall and 
had won the battle, and, therefore, was en- 
titled to his seat 

Prior to the meeting of the Committee 
on Contested Seats, there was a large 
gathering in the courtyard of the Grand 
Union. ‘Mr. Devery was present with Law- 
yer Elkus. Frank J. Goodwin had his dele- 
gates present, ready to contest the Devery 
men. The first rumor from reliable sources 
was that by an arrangement between David 
B. Hill and Hugh McLaughlin, both of 
whom are opposed to Devery’s political 
moves, it had been decided to declare the 
seats of the delegates from the Ninth Dis- 
trict vacant on account of the frauds at 
the primaries. This would result in keeping 
the Devery delegates out of the convention 
and also the Goodwin delegates, who had 
the support of the Tammany organization. 
It was said that Mr. Hill had furnished the 
Committee on Contested Seats with prece- 
dents for such action. 

The feeling spread later that Devery 
would be kept out of the convention. This 
runfr led to a marshaling of the Devery 
forees. It was decided to have a parade 
of his men with the brass band at the 
head through the street, hoping to win the 
support of up-State delegates. 

Before 9 o'clock the parade was formed, 
and, with their leader in the van, they 
marched behind his band around the vil- 
lage. The crowds on the sidewalks cheered 
for Devery, and thousands took up the 
refrain sung b¥ the marchers: 

Mr. Devery, Mr. Devery, 
At Saratoga, he will be in line. 
The State Convention 
Must pay attention 
To Mr. Devery every, every time. 
There were fireworks and red lights. 


ARGUMENT FOR DEVERY. 


l'he committee began its session at 3:45 
in the afternoon, and it was 7 in the even- 
ing before the Devery contest was reached. 
When Sergeant at Arms Len Wager called 
the New York contest, Chief Devery, ac- 
companied by his counsel, A. I, Elkus, was 
admitted to the reom where the committee 
was sitting. The Devery side opened the 


argument, and Mr. Elkus cited the vote 
which each of the candidates in the district 
received, and declared that, while Mr. Shee- 
han, who received the second highest num- 
ber of votes at the primaries, might have 
had some right to send a contesting dele- 
gation to the convention, the action of Mr. 
Goodwin, who received but a small portion 
of the total vote cast, was an insult to the 
intelligence of the convention. 

‘“*Mr. Goodwin,” he continued, “was in 
absolute control of the police who were on 
duty at the polls, and the election officials 
were also of his selection. Only one set of 
delegates have appeared hefore your com- 
mittee bearing certificates from the Bureau 
ot Elections of New York City, and they 
are headed by W. 8S. Devery. The primary 
election law expressly provides a remedy 
for any candidate who may think that he 
has been defrauded of his rights in per- 
mitting him to mandamus the election of- 
ficilals and so secure a certificate of elec- 
tion. This Mr. Goodwin has not done, 
neither did he file objections within forty- 
eight hours, as required by law. He has 
thus disqualified himself and has abso- 
Iutely no right to be seated in the conven- 
tion.”’ 

On behalf of the Goodwin delegates A. 
J. Tulley presented twenty-five affidavits 
which he claimed substantiated the claim 
that the most flagrant violations of the 
law had been committed. These affidavits, 
he said, showed that Mr. Devery had paid 
money to influence voters and to encourage 
them to vote on names furnished them by 
Devery’s election district Captains. 

The first of these was subscribed to bv

Con- 
tinuing, he swore that he personally knew 
of 300 votes cast illegally in his ward. 

The remainder of the affidavits were said 
to be of a similar nature, and were sub- 
mitted without reading. At this point a 
member of the committee asked Mr. ea 4 
why, if he had legal evidence that suc 


frauds were committed, he did not apply 


at once to the courts to have Devery and 
his friends a mgr for bribery and to 
protect the rights of his clients. 

“Because the frauds were so flagrant 
and papable that we preferred to wait un- 
til this convention,” was the reply. Mr. 
Tulley concluded his argument with a 
ter arraignment of every’s methods, 
which, he declared, were without a parallel 
in the political history of the State. 

Replying, Mr. Elkus sald: 

“ All of you know how easy it is for any 
one to go into the slums of a great city 
and secure affidavits by the yard. Yet 
every affidavit here presented is based on 
either hearsay evidence or is subscribed to 
by persons who admit that they were par- 
ties to a crime. Why did he not take the 
makers of his affidavits into a court of jus- 
tice and proceed against the man they here 
charge with fraud? I'll tell you why. They 
were afraid. I appeal to you to protect the 
voters of the district and give their choice 
at the polls the seat he is legally en- 
titled to.’ 5 

Mr. Devery was then granted five min- 
utes to address the committee. He said: 

“T am a Democrat, and have been one 
all my life. I have never changed my col- 
ors, and come before you to-night simply 
because I made a fight against a leader 
who was not of any use to his district and 
who wasn’t wanted there. Goodwin had 
every chance in the world. The police were 
his. They would do anything he ordered, 
and I’m sure I didn’t appoint the election 
officials. In the name of justice and of 
right I ask that I be protected. I won fair- 
ly and squarely, and certainly I shouldn't 
be robbed. I hope that your decision will 
be that we are to be allowed to represent 
the voters who showed at the election that 
they were for me.”

CONVENTION GOSSIP. 


Question of a Picture a Puzzle—That of 
George Washington Finally Hung 
in the Hall. ° 


Special to The New York Times. 

SARATOGA, N. Y., Sept. 30.—At the back 
of the stage, when the Republican Con- 
vention was held here, there was a pic- 
ture of President Roosevelt. The Demo- 
cratic Committee of Arrangements was 
somewhat puzzled over the selection of a 
picture for the Democratic Convention. 
When a picture of Bryan was proposed 
some objected that the prominent display 
of Bryan's picture might not be altogether 
pleasing to the Gold Democrats in the con- 
vention. A picture of Samuel J. Tilden, it 
was thought on the other hand, might 
arouse some feeling on the part of the 
Bryanites. A picture of George Wash- 
ington was suggested as a happy com- 
promise. The suggestion was adopted, and 
Washington's picture was given the place 
which President Roosevelt's occupled last 


week. 

Leader George F. Scannell of the Twenty- 
fifth District was in a bathtub refreshing 
himself after his journey from New York 
last evening when there came a knock on 
the door of his room. He paid no attention 
to it at first, but it was repeated with 
insistence. Mr. Scannell then sprang out 
of the tub, and, throwing a bath towel on 
himself, went to the door and opened it 
just a little.

Cook, one of the finest delineators of the 
New York bar.’ ”’ 

At the Republican Convention there was 
only one band, that brought here by the 
Unconditional Club of Albany. There are 
at least a half dozen in town for the Dem- 
ocratic Convention, and music is heard on 
the streets at all hours of the day and 
night. To-morrow several additional march- 
ing clubs and bands are expected. One of 


i those which have arranged to come is the 


Democratic Marching Club of Albany. This 
club has been booming James H. Manning 
for Secretary of State, but it was said to- 
day by some of his friends that Mr. Man- 
ning did not desire the nomination. The 
marching clubs which are most in evidence 
here are the Devery Association and the 
Daniel Snwes Association of Troy. 

The delegation from Rensselaer County 
called upon Mr. Hill to-night to urge the 
nomination of Thomas Fitzgerald for Sec- 
retary of State. Mr. Fitzgerald is the ex- 
President of the Albany Council. The prin- 
cipal claim which his friends put forward 
for him was that he could get the labor 
vote. 

‘‘Are you sure you can make good on 
that?’’ asked Mr. Hill. 

“JT will stake my life on it,” said the 
spokesman of the delegation.

RETAIL BAKERS APPEAL 
TO PRESIDENT ROOSEVELT. 


Decision Reached Not to Raise the 
Price of Bread Just Yet—Coal 
Prices Rising. 


The coal question was even more acute 
it was on Monday, and 
both hard soft coal é¢ontinued to ad- 
vance in price. A well-known coal dealer 
said that soft @oal was now $9 a ton whole- 
fale and $8 a ton retail, though it would 
soon be $10. This he explained by saying 
that the sold by retail was bought 
some time ago. Hard coal ranged in price 
from $16 to $22 per net ton of 2,000 pounds. 

A meeting of the Retail Bakers’ As- 
sociation was held yesterday afternoon 
at the office of Charles E. Abbott, 236 
Eighth Avenue, to consider the question of 
raising the price of bread owing to the 
high price of anthracite. About twenty-five 
attended, and the meeting was held behind 
closed doors. It was decided not to ad- 
vance the price of bread in the meantime 
until another meeting is held a week or 
two later. The following appeal to Presi- 
dent Roosevelt, submitted by President Ab- 
bott, was adopted: 

We, the New York Retail Bakers’ Association, 
finding our means of livelihood menaced by the 
lack cf coal, anpeal to you to send a sufficient 
mumber of United States regulars to the coal 
fields of Pennsyivania at once and end the reign 
of terror which prevails there, to protect human 
life, whether it be that of a striker or other- 
wise. 

While every man has the right to refuse his 
own labor, no man has the right to dictate 
terms which forbid another man the privilege 
of doing that work. No man or body of men 
should be allowed to interfere in the carrying 
on of a legitimate business. The points at issue 
in the present controversy are of minor {mpor- 
tance compared to the widespread ruin resulting 
from the lack of coal. Very soon all factories, 
including our own, will close down and the 
workmen who are now supporting the striking 
miners will also be idle. Suffering, disease, and 
death stalk close behind the present hardship 
and privation. While our sympathy is with the 
miners the time has come when we must act and 
act speedily. The strike must end, and if the 
strikers won't dig the coal other men must, and 
they must have protection to life while doing it.

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COAL MERCHANT’S SUICIDE. 


Henry Scheel, Involved by the Strike, 
Ends His Life with a Shotgun. 


With financial ruin staring him in the 
face because of the coal situation, Henry 
Scheel, forty-five years old, a coal dealer 
of.11 Broadway, fired two charges of shot 
into his body from a double-barreled gun at 
his home, 401 West One Hundred and For- 
ty-seventh Street yesterday afternoon and 
died shortly after at the J. Hood Wright 
Hospital without regaining consciousness. 

Scheel was in business with his brother, 
John H. Scheel. For weeks his affairs had 
been causing him worry, for he had made 
contracts during the last two years to de- 
liver coal at the then existing prices, and 
was obliged now to fill them at a loss of 
$10 to $12 a ton. It became apparent that 
if relief were not obtained he must go 
under. At this juncture, it is said, Scheel 
appealee to his wife, who had a consider- 
able fortune in her own name, and she is 
understood to have refused to aid him. 

Early this week Scheel told his family 
that he intended taking his life. The 
erisis came two days ago, when, accord- 
ing to the report, Scheel learned that his 
wife had transferred her property to her 


sister, Mrs. Ammon, living at 607 West 
One Hundred and Fifty-second Street. 

Yesterday morning Scheel did not go 
down to business, but spent his time walk- 
ing moodily around the house. After 
lunch he went to his room. A few min- 
utes later there was a shot. Mrs, Scheel, 
oonding her oldest son across the street 
after Dr. S. H. Bartlett, ran to her hus- 
band’s chamber, but reached it hardly in 
advance of the physician. They neared 
the door, and heard ‘ Good-bye,’’ then a 
second shot. 

They found him on the floor, bleeding 
from wounds in the abdomen, and beside 
him the gun. Scheel was taken to the 
hospital, where he died soon after being 
placed on the operating table.

Alleged “Confidence Man” and Art 
Connoisseur Is Said to Have Wrong- 
fully Obtained $15,000 from 
a Woman. 


An application in involuntary bankruptcy

25 and 27 East Twenty-seventh Street, 

against Charles H. Moran, alias *‘ Chappie ”’ 
Moran, alleged ‘*‘ confidence man”’ and art 
connoisseur. Mrs. Markham says in her pe- 
tition thet he is now living at 39 East 
Twenty-seventh Street. She alleges that 
between September of 1901 and September 
of this year, Moran, by “‘false and fraudu- 
lert pretenses."’ obtained from her $15,000. 

She further alleges that between August 
and September of this year he gave a chat- 
tel rrortgage to Theresa Williams, also of 
39 East Twenty-seventh Street, but that 
there wes nc consideration for the mort- 
cage, it being executed to defraud his cred- 
itors. The articles mortgaged include 
paintings, bronzes, carvings, electrical in- 
struments, diamonds, jewelry, a horse and 
runabout, and household furniture. On the 
application Charles M. Hough was appoint- 
ed a receiver, under a bond of $2,500. 

Mrs. Markham alleges that in a conversa- 
tion she had with Moran he said that if any 
of his creditors pressed him he would im- 
mediately start for Europe, and that he in- 
tended sailing within a couple of weeks in 


any event. She alleges that his picture is 
No, 1,331 in the Rogues’ Gallery in St. 
Louis, and that his picture in the Rogues’ 
Gallery in New York was No. 2,680. She 
also expresses the belief that he was im- 
plicated with the Seligman diamond rob- 
bery in St. Louis three years ago.

WASHINGTON, Sept. 30.—The weather condi- 
tions continue their rapid changes. The disturb- 
ance on the Southern New England coast has 
passed out, the Middle West one has reached the 
eastern lower lake region with increased inten- 
sity and a third one has developed during the 
day over Colorado, with a high area of marked 
proportions to the immediate northward. 

Rain has been general from the Atlantic west- 
ward to the eastern edge of the slope region, fol- 
lowed by clearing weather in the Mis- 
souri and Western Mississippi Valleys. There 
were also showers from Montana westward to 
the Pacific Coast. The temperatures have fallen 
somewhat in the upper lake region, the Missis- 
sippi, and Ohio Valleys, and itn the extreme 
Northwest, and have risen from the middle slope 
region westward intu interior California.

BEST BACKED HORSES WON 


Four Favorites Were Successful in 
the Gravesend Races. 


STAKE FOR THE MUSKETEER 


Mrs. Frank Farrell’s Colt Easily Took 
the Bayshore Event—Drake Sta- 
ble’s Conundrum Landed 
the Place Bet. 


Small fields and a heavy track caused 
tame racing at the Gravesend course yes- 
terday, but the regular visitors warmed 
up to genuine enthusiasm over the re- 
sults, for the best backed horses prac- 
tically carried the day. Though two fa- 
vorites were beaten the betting crowd 
really went wrong in but one race of the 
six, this error being in the first event. 

In the Bayshore seven withdrawals left 
Mrs, Frank Farrell's colt, The Musketeer, 
so conspicuously the best horse that he 
was always the favorite at heavy odds 
on, with J. A. Drake’s Conundrum the 
next choice. It was indicative of the 
character of the betting through the day 
that the Farrell stable backed The Mus- 
keteer to win and the Drake stable backed 
Conundrum for the place. The horses 
ran in just that order, The Musketeer 
galloping in front all the distance, while 
Conundrum held the place safe after the 
first fifty yards. : 

The fourth event, a selling sprint, in 
which the Pepper stable’s fast horse King 
Pepper opened as an odds on favorite, 
made the opportunity for a rather im- 
pressive coup over the horse Stuyve, who 
was brought to New York by P. J. Gor- 
man, and who since then has changed 
owners so many times that there now is 
doubt as to who does own him, Stuyve 
raced in colors that looked amazingly like 
those of ‘‘ Pittsburg Phil,’’ was ridden by 
that professional bettor’s jockey, Shaw, 
and was backed from 5 to 1 down to 7 
to 2, while the price against King Pepper 
rose steadily. Shaw rode in his best and 
most energetic style, and, after King 


Pepper showed in front to the head of 
the stretch, Stuyve went past him and 
romped in the easiest kind of a winner. 
King Pepper stopped so fast at the end 
that the long chance, Oclawaha, beat him 
for second place.

in the stretch, quit and finished last, Ole- 
fiant winning rather cleverly by a length 
from Interval. Sombrero galloped in front 
from end to end in the me and a six- 
teenth handicap, and won by a head from 
Andy Williams.

Claude, the best backed of 
the two-year-olds in the last race, won by 
a head, after a smart fight to the post 
with Sheriff Bell, 

Ww. O. B. McDonough, the Californian, 
who brought the famous $150,000 stallion 
Ormonde from South America, and John 
Campbell, trainer of two Brooklyn Handi- 
cap winners, were visitors at the track, 
both arriving from the far West yester- 
day. A telegram from San Francisco an- 
nounced that a city ordinance had been 
passed to permit the reopening in that 
city of the Ingleside race track, which 
has been closed for a number of years. 
The first crop of yearlings by the fast 
Belmont-bred horse Don De Oro, consist- 
ing of eleven head, the property of E. D. 
Morgan, has been received by James 
Boden, who trained the sire in his later 
years on the turf, and who will develop 
the young stock for Mr. Morgan. J. W 
Schorr, the Memphis turfman, will ship 
the horses he has been racing in the East 
to Memphis to-day, where those that are 
intended to race at New Orleans will be 
rested until the Winter campaign there 
opens.

INTEREST THE POPE 


Supposed They Were Printed Here 
on Saturday.

Learned the Facts When Father Evers 
Reported on Special Early Mass 
for Printers. 


When the Rev. Father Luke Evers of this 
city talked with Pope Leo XIII. in July, he 
discovered that there was at least one sub- 
ject about which the Pontiff was not well 
informed It was the American Sunday 
newspaper. The New York priest, who has 
just returned from Rome, was the very per- 
son to explain the modern workings of jour- 
nalism to His Holiness, being rector of St. 
Andrew's Church, where a special mass for 
Fark Row printers is celebrated at 2:30 
o'clock every Sunday morning. 

“It was on the 22nd of July that I was 
presented to the Holy Father,’’ said the 
rector yesterday. ‘‘I had gone to Rome to 
make my first report on the results of the 
early mass, which I am permitted to cel- 
ebrate through a special dispensation. As 
soon as Bishop O’Gorman, who was intro- 
ducing members of our party, had told His 
Holiness who I was, the latter said to me: 

“And how do the printers manage to get 
up so early in the morning?” 

‘““* They don’t have to get up,’ 
‘for they're already up.’ 

‘Why?’ he inquired. 

‘They work all night,” I explained, 
‘because they have to get out the Sunday 
newspapers. They have to start on their 
work at 6 in the evening, and continue on 
duty until 2 in the morning.’ 

“This seemed to surprise him very much. 
He wanted to know all about the way the 
Sunday papers were issued, and I told him. 
Evidently he had had the idea that the 
Sunday editions were printed on Saturday 
and then distributed Sunday morning. It 
took him several minutes to realize that 
my mass could be attended by from 400 to 
600 night workers, and he told me Italy 


didn’t have so many men who had to labor 
while most folks were sleeping. 

‘America is the place for all sorts of 
men,’ I told him. ‘ Over there we can work 
just as well by night as by day.’ 

The party to which Father Evers be- 
longed numbered about 250 Americans. 
They were ushered into the audience cham- 
ber together, just after the Pope had re- 
ceived a large delegation of Indian Princes 
who had been to England for the corona- 
tion. All the Princes, Father Evers said, 
were clad in their most gorgeous robes, 
and it was a fine sight to see them file 
out of the Pontiff's presence in a column 
of twos. 

Pope Leo, said the rector, appeared on 
July 22, just as he did seven years before— 
apparently pale and feeble, but full of 
mental energy. f 

“The first time I saw him,’ continued 
Father Evers, “‘ was in 1895. Since then 
he hadn't changed at all. On both occa- 
sions he was clad all in white, and his face 
Was as white as his robes. His eyes were 
just as big and brilliant this year as they 
Were seven years ago, and he hadn't lost 
his habit of looking —, t through you. 
As far as I could see ere wasn't any 
change in the appearance of his skin. He 
looked very feeble, as though he could not 
live very long, but he looked exactly the 
same way in 1895. 

Father Evers made his report on the 
early printers’ mass to the Prefect of the 
Propaganda. It was to the effect that the 
mass had been a great success, and that 
the number of worshippers was increasing 
steadily. The Prefect complimented the 
rector and authorized the continuance of 
the special service at Duane Street and 
City Hall Place. 


BRANDUR MAGAZINE SUSPENDS. 


Publication Stopped After Third Issue 
—Statement Promised Soon—Paid 
3 Cents a Word for Stories. 


The Brandur Magazine, a weekly “ pe- 
riodical of fiction and thought,” of which 
Orlando J. Smith, President of the Ameri- 
can Press Association, was editor, has been 
discontinued, according to an announce- 
ment made yesterday, after three weeks’ 
existence. No explanation was made by 
Joseph M. Hazzard, the Treasurer and 
business manager, who said that a state- 
ment probably would be issued in a short 
time. 

The first number of The Brandur ap- 
peared on Sept. 20, and attracted consider- 
able and favorable attention, being in the 
form of a large, well-printed pamphlet of 
thirty-two pages, all ‘devoted to stories 
and editorial articles by well-known writ- 
ers. The two subsequent numbers held well 
the standard of the first. The magazine 
carried no advertising matter, and an- 
nounced that it paid 3 cents a word for all 
contributions accepted, ‘‘ the highest price 
paid by any periodical in the world.’’ The 
selling price of the magazine was 5 cents. 

In the third number, which was printed 
ou Monday under date of Oct. 4, there is 
no mention of the intention to discontinue 
the publication. In fact; the number con- 
tained an invitation for writers to send in 
their contributions. The office of the edi- 
torial and business departments was at 150 
Fifth Avenue. Mr. Smith, besides being edi- 
tor, was President and general manager; 
Joseph M. Hazzard was Treasurer and busi- 
ners manager, and Courtland Smith was 
Secretary. 

Mr. Hazzard said that the financial affairs 
of the magazine were in good condition, 
and that every debt it had incurred would 
be paid immediatel;

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THE TREASURY POLICY. 

That the Secretary of the Treasury has 
taken the course he has announced un- 
der the conviction that it was both im- 
peratively necessary and warranted by a 
proper interpretation of the law is not to 
be questioned. His view of the situation 
and his view of what he could do under 
the law have undergone a radical change 
within a very short time. It required no 
small amount of courage to make the 
change and to take openly and without 
reserve the responsibility of his action. 

The two things that he has announced 
his readiness to do are unprecedented in 
the history of the Treasury. He has de- 
clared that the banks will not be held to 
per cent. re- 


or 


the requirement of a <0 
serve against the deposits made by the 
Treasury on the security giver, and that 
he will continue to place the revenues 
of the Government from internal taxes 
in the banks, as they come in, on securi- 
ties other than the United States bonds 
heretofore required. The first-mentioned 
measure is calculated to increase the fa- 
cilities of the banks for loaning by some 
$130,000,000. The second may give relief 
to the extent of $25,000,000, if the banks 
should substitute other securities for the 
2 per cents. now in the Treasury and is- 
sue notes on those bonds. That such ex- 
tensive and immediate relief to the banks 
should meet all serious requirements of 
legitimate business and it is 
equally plain that the need was believed 
by the Secretary to be substantial and 
urgent before he reached his decision. 
Certainly the sense among 
business men and fhose of the most con- 
servative tendency is very pronounced. 
While these facts: are too clear to be 
denied, they throw a strong light on the 
faults of a monetary system which places 
the business of the country and the im- 
mense interests involved in that business 
in dependence upon the discretionary ac- 
tion of the head of the Treasury.

They want two things—adequate pro- 
tection against the violence of lawless 
partisans of the union, and a frank and 
authoritative statement of the terms and 
conditions on which re-employment is 
offered. 

For the first it is your duty to call 
upon the Governor of Pennsylvania in 
a demand which can neither be disre- 
garded nor evaded. Tell him, if the facts 
warrant, that you are ready to resume 
mining on a large scale, and that the 
condition of anarchy which exists in the 
coal regions deters men anxious to work 
from doing so.

The 
mine owners and the miners are en- 
titled to this protection, the Governor 
can give it to them, and he will do so 
of necessity when put in a position where 
to neglect or refuse his duty will de- 
stroy him and those responsible for him, 

For the frank and authoritative state- 
ment of the terms and conditions of re- 
employment, you are responsible. Find 
out what the operators will agree to and 
proclaim it. That there may be no mis- 
understanding as to your position, say, 
if it seems best to do so, that your 
proclamation is not addressed to the 
union, that you will not discuss it with 
any representative of the union as such, 
and that it is addressed to the individual 
miner who may choose to return to work. 
If you see your way clear to promise 
the correction of any of the evils and 
abuses which have bred dissatisfaction 
and furnished grievances in the past, so 
much the better. The condition of the 
business affords plenty of scope for 
reform, and now is the best opportunity 
of recent years to reform them. 

The coal operator does not occupy the 
position of a sovereign State dealing 
with rebels or invaders. He has no 
right to ask the miner to accept uncon- 
ditional surrender, on the vague and 
intangible intimation that when work is 
resumed his grievances will be given 
such consideration as they seem en- 
titled to. He knows as well now what 
concessions he is willing to make as he 
will know a week or a fortnight after 
work is resumed. To refuse to make 
such a statement for the information 
of those concerned as individuals and 
bread-winners is to trifle with the public 
interest. No just and proper advantage 
will result to the operators from refus- 
ing to define their position and declare 
their purposes, and the strike will prob- 
ably last until they do. At least it 
should. 


STRIKES AND POLITICS. 


Language of conspicuous inexactness 
was employed by our neighbor, The Sun, 
in characterizing an argument made by 
Senator ForAKER in his speech at Akron 
on Saturday. The passage which our 
neighbor describes as “‘a peculiarly il- 
luminating statement of facts in which 
the public mind happens to be at the 
moment absorbed” is here quoted: 

It is true that along with all this pros- 
perity we do have some strikes, but it is 
also true that we have never yet had a 
strike in this country on account of the 
enforcement of any policy of the Republican 
Party. All our strikes have been due to 
the fact that the employés have felt that 
they were not getting a fair division of a 
common prosperity, or that their condition 
in some other respects should be im- 
proved. We have strikes also under Dem- 
ocratic administrations, but there is a dif- 
ference between their strikes and ours. 
When the Republican Party is in power 
labor strikes, and when the Democratic 
Party is in power capital strikes. Every 
capitalist knows that the advent of the 
Democratic Party to power is a signal to 
the business public to take in sail. 

This is another way of saying that 
under a Republican Administration times 
are always good, business always prosper- 
ous and everybody makes money, while 
under a Democratic Administration ad- 
versity and blue ruin seize upon the 
land. 


The period of dreadful trade depression 
and panic which began in 1873 and 
lasted six years fell wholly within the 
Administrations of Crant and Hayes, 
both Republicans. There were general 
and sweeping reductions of wages—what 
The Sun calls “a strike of capital for a 
share of the laborer’s wages as a de- 
against a depending deficit.” 
There were panicky times and serious 
checks to trade prosperity in 1884 under 
the Administration of ARTHUR and in 
1890 under the Administration of Har- 
RISON. The great Homestead strike 
occurred in 1892, the last year of the 
Administration of BENJAMIN HARRISON. 
The strike was ordered because the men 
refused to accept lower wages, notices 
of reductions having been posted in the 
works. The panic and trade depression 
which began in 1893 was, as every hon- 
est man knows and will admit, an inher- 
itance from the preceding Republican 
Administration. Wise and prudent men 
saw the storm coming and had begun to 
shorten sail before HARRISON went out 
of office. It is one of the commonest 
and vilest Republican misrepresentations 
to charge to the Administration of 
GROVER CLEVELAND the hard times of 
1893 and the following years due to the 
Republican silver coinage act of 1890. 
They even charge it to the Wilson Tariff 
act, which was not passed until a year 
later.

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it is timid, weak, and sickly. If Senator 
FoRAKER had told his audience that we 
always have abundant rains, enormous 
crops, and beautiful moonlight nights 
during Republican Administrations, while 
droughts, hot winds, total crop failures, 
and nocturnal tempests are the invar- 
iable accompaniments of Democratic 
Administrations, he would have made a 
deeper impression upon his audience and 
gathered in more votes for the candidates 
ef his party. They would have accepted 
such a “statement of fact” jist as 
readily as the other, and it is vastly 
more imposing. When a Republican 
Senator chooses to address his audience 
with arguments acceptable only to fools 
he ought not to go about the business in 
a half-hearted way. 


JEWISH IMMIGRATION INTO LONDON. 

In view of the generally unsatisfac- 
tory conditions prevailing throughout 
England from the point of view of the 
mechanic and small tradesman, it is dif- 
ficult to understand why there should 
be such an influx of alien immigrants 
into London who come there with the 
evident intention of remaining. In con- 
sequence of this immigration the Lon- 
don County Council has to deal with an 
annual increase of alien population equal 
to the total population of many flourish- 
ing boroughs. Naturally, this compli- 
cates the housing problem and imposes 
a very serious difficulty in the way of 
abolishing the “slum” neighborhoods 
which is the objective of the Council's 
effort. In a report just published the 
statistical officer of the Council says: 

It is ewceedingly difficult to say how far, 
if at all, the number of alien immigrants 


who settle in London is increasing. It will 
be seen that of the 33,039 aliens who ar- 


rived in the Port of London in 1900 only. 


five were stated to be én route for America 
or other places. It would appear, however, 
that it is not customary to issue through 
emigration tickets via London. In the emi- 
gration and immigration returns an esti- 
mate is made of the number of aliens set- 
tling in the United Kingdom in various 
years. From this it appears that the num- 
ber of aliens making a permanent settle- 
ment in the United Kingdom may be estl- 
mated at 14,000 in 1900, as compared with 
12,000 in 1899, 3,000 in 1898, 2,000 in 1897, 
and 8,300 in 1896. 


Notwithstanding the apparent statistic- 
al difficulty of enumeration, the increase 
of the alien population of London is at- 
tracting a great deal of attention and 
much adverse criticism. At the present 
time the chief alien immigration is from 
Roumania, and consists of Jews driven 
out by the systematic persecution to 
which the recent note of Secretary Hay 
called attention in earnest but dignified 
protest. Large numbers are also com- 
ing from Poland and from Russia. Not 
many are said to come from Germany. 
With very few exceptions they arrive in 
great poverty, but the practical philan- 
thropy of the Jewish Board of Guard- 
ians, supplemented by the liberality of 
wealthy leaders of the race, takes care 
of them while it is necessary, and it is 
surprising how quickly they 
their condition and begin to save money. 
They seem to have a natural aptitude 
for tailoring, and are building up an im- 
portant industry in successful competi- 
tion with Germany in middle-grade man- 
tles and jackets. 

Their characteristics are the same as 
those of the corresponding class in New 
York. They are patient, industrious, and 
inoffensive, living within their means, 
however small, and carrying economy in 
rent so far that constant supervision is 
needed to prevent insanitary overcrowd- 
ing. As their prosperity increases they 
live better, but always simply and with 
an economy of which the average Brit- 
ish wage earner seems to be incapable. 
In amusements and recreations their 
tastes are simple, does not 
flourish in neighborhoods they are mo- 
nopolizing. They have orderly clubs, 
music halls much less objectionable than 
those of the Strand, and occasional the- 
atricals in Yiddish. They attend with 
eagerness and appreciation the free con- 
certs at Toynbee Hall, Oxford House, 
and other philanthropic foundations, and 
the young men give much attention to 
athletics. Whether because of race char- 
acteristics or by reason of the manner in 
which it is extended, it has been noted 
that these Jewish immigrants are the 
only class which can be aided without 
making them willing dependents or de- 
veloping a tendency to pauperization. 
These facts are interesting as showing 
that the so-called problems of the Ghet- 
to are practically the same in London 
as in New York—problems which tend 
to solve themselves by natural and or- 
derly progress through the agency of the 
homely virtues of industry, economy, and 
thrift, and readiness to make the best 
of opportunities which always and every- 
where exist for those who seek them.

MA. SHAW'S. ACTION 
RELIEVES STRINGENCY 


Many Bankers Call on Secre 
tary at Sub-Treasury. 


RELIEF MEASURES PRAISED 


James Stillman, Ex-Secretary 


of the Treasury Fairchild 
and Congressman Bab- 
cock Approve Steps 
Taken 


The announcement of Secretary Shaw yes- 
terday morning that he would no longer re- 
quire the National banks, which were Gov- 
ernment depositories, to hold a 25 per cent. 
reserve against Government deposits, 
caused the strongest reaction that the 
financial district has witnessed in some 
time. 

The stock market opened with a boom, 
and shot up like a skyrocket; the speculat- 
ors fell over themselves to buy without 
attempting to analyze the Secretary's 
statement, and the bankers, some of whom 
had apparently known of the action in ad- 
vance, gathered with the Secretary in con- 
ference and congratulated him on his ac- 
tion, while those critically inclined set out 
to find some authority for the Secretary's 
action, without, however, finding any 
enabling statute. 

Secretary Shaw during the day made 
many statements, and explanations of his 
act to newspaper mien. At first he de- 
clared he had not a word to say. But 
after it had been explained to him that the 
legality of his act, the right to relieve the 
banks from the necessity of keeping such 
a reserve, was doubted, he consented to 
talk. 

“The act is perfectly legal,’”’ he said, 
**not only is there no statute against it, but 
there is a statute granting me authority to 
act asI did. What this statute is I will not 
say, as I don't care to talk about it, but I 
am perfectly satisfied that the step was a 
legal one.” ° 

He was asked who had hit on this expe- 
dient. 

THE SECRETARY'S OWN IDEA. 


“It is my own idea,” he replied, ‘“‘ and I 
am willing to take the consequences.” 

The Secretary then explained the proposed 
substitution of other securities for United 
States bonds as collateral for Government 


deposits. He said he would not care to 
specify the securities which he meant to 
take as substitutes. 

“T will not take a bond that has not 
stood the test of a panic,” he said, ‘* and 
that is not as good in London as it is here. 
I do not think,”’ he added, ‘‘ that my_ac- 
ceptance of securities of the kind used as 
investments by savings banks will make it 
more difficult for savings banks to make 
investments.” 

Later in the afternoon, after he had 
heard from Washington that there had 
been many applications for the release of 
Government bonds as collateral and also 
that many inquiries were being made as to 
what he had done, the Secretary gave out 
the following official statement: 

“The department is in receipt of a large 
number of requests from various banks in 
the country, clearly showing that the state- 
ment given out last night was misunder- 
stood, or rather, that it was not carefully 
read. That there may be no misunderstand- 
ing the following statement is made: 

“No new deposits will be made on any 
security other than Government bonds, so 
long as Government bonds can be secured. 
For the present, banks seem to be able to 
obtain, frequently by Serrewing, bonds 
other than 2 per cent. consols. hey can 
obtain the use of these bonds for a limited 

eriod, and they are as desirable as any 
or security for deposits. They are not as 
desirable as security for circulation, for the 
reason that circulation based thereon is 
taxable at 1 per cent., while circulation 
based on the 2 pre, cent. consols is taxable 
at only one-half of 1 per cent. The banks 
cannot obtain except by purchase any bond 
as a basis for circulation, because when de- 

osited for circulation they cannot be re- 

leaned until the circulation is retired, and 
it may take a year before the circulation 
can be retired, and the price of bonds is so 
high that bank circulation is maintained 
at considerable loss to the banks. They 
must be encouraged or circulation constant- 
ly contracts. 

“Therefore, the department has decided 
to release for such banks as have deposits 
and are not maintaining their limit of cir- 
culation, a portion of the bonds now held 
by tha Government, taking in lieu thereof 
other satisfactory security on condition al- 
ways that the bonds released will be used 
for the immediate issue of additional cir- 
culation. This provision does not apply to 
those banks that already have their max- 
imum circulation, neither does it apply to 
banks that do not have any deposits. 

“The sole purpose of the offer is to in- 
crease circulation that is already printed 
and ready to be issued, and by banks that 
already have the bonds on deposit. These 
deposits being scattered throughout the en- 
tire country, the relief offered, it ‘ts be- 
lieved, will be National, rather than local, 
for it applies to all sections of the country, 
and to every State in the Union.” 


SUMMARY OF ACTION TAKEN. 


Exactly what has been done by the Secre- 
tary to relieve the money stringency was 
explained by him in this way: 

“First, I have dispensed with reserve 
against Government deposits in National 
banks which are secured by Government 
bonds. The effect of this will be to reduce 
the net deposits of the New York banks, as 


shown in the next bank statement, by about 
$40,000,000, and of the banks all over the 
country by $133,000,000. This releases a 
reserve sufficient to carry loans to the 
amount of these deposits at once. 

‘Second, I have authorized the substitu- 
tion for the 2 per cent. bonds now held as 
security for deposits of Government money 
of such securities as savings banks are per- 
mitted to invest in at a sufficient margin, 
upon condition that circulation is taken out 
to the full value of the bonds thus released. 
Arrangements have been made with certain 
banks here, in Chicago, and elsewhere, to 
take out $23,000,000 circulation at once, and 
the notes have been printed and are ready 
for issue. This relief will not go beyond 
the $25,000,000 referred to, and may not 
reach that far. A reserve must be carried 
against deposits secured by other than Gov- 
ernment. bonds. 

“Third, I have offered to anticipate the 
interest on all United States bonds to the 
end of the fiscal year at a rebate of the 
rate of 2.4 per cent. per annum, beginning 
Oct. 1. This offer will be accepted gen- 
erally by banks upon bonds ‘which they. 
own, but not upon borrowed bonds. 

“Fourth, I will continue the deposit of 
current collecticns from internal revenue 
and from miscellaneous sources in National 
banks for thirty or sixty days as hereto- 
fore against United States bonds. 

“Fifth, I have offered to buy the $19,000,- 
000 of 5 per cent. bonds at 105." 

The bank Presidents and financiers who 
called at the Sub-Treasury yesterday to 
see Secretary Shaw, who arrived there 
shortly after 10 A. M., were practically 
unanimous in praising his action. Among 
those who called on the Secretary were:

MR. STILLMAN’S STATEMENT. 


President Stillman of the National City 
Bank said: ‘‘I think the Secretary's plan 
is highly commendable. The first serious 
financial situation which has arisen under 
his administration has been ably and 
brilliantly handled by him. He has dem- 


onstrated that he understands clearly the 
causes of the present money stringency, 
and he has exercised good judgment in the 
manner of relief and in selecting the 
proper time for offering it. He has ex- 
tricated the country from financial peril, 
and one cannot praise him too much for his 
energetic intervention.” 

President Williams of the Chemical said: 

“Secretary Shaw's action in releasing 
bank reserves and accepting other securi- 
ties as collateral against deposits must 
be paeeeciates by all bankers at this time, 
and should be commended.” 

Vice President Fahnestock of the First 
National Bank said: “The step is all 
right, inasmuch as it brings relief. In a 
short time the money stringency will be 
over.”’ 

President Nash of the Corn Exchange 
Bank said: ‘I think Secretary Shaw's 
action is a wise move, relieving a. situation 
which had become very much strained.” 

Charles S. Fairchild, ex-Secretary of the 
Treasury and President of the New York 
Security and Trust Company, said: “I 
approve thoroughly of Mr. Shaw's action, 
and I think everybody else will do so.” 

Lyman J. Gage, ex-Secretary of the 
Treasury, when seen in his apartments, 667 
Madison Avenue, and asked what he 
movant of the action of Secretary Shaw, 
said: 

“TIT cannot say a word about this matter. 
It would be manifestly improper for me to 
discuss the action of the Secretary of the 
Treasury.” 

President James McMahon of the Emi- 
oe Industrial Savings Bank said: “I 
o not think that the fact that National 
banks will now buy securities other than 
Government bonds will affect savings 
banks materially. It may increase the value 
of such securities, but the market at pres- 
ent is well supplied with offers, mainly be- 
cause savings banks are not buying them 
just now. These institutions invested heav- 
ily in railroad bonds, and at present are 
putting their money into real estate mort- 
gages. I think the Secretary is running no 
risk in accepting such securities.” 


CHAIRMAN BABCOCK APPROVES. 

Chairman Babcock of the Committee on 
Ways and Means of the House of Repre- 
sentatives was a caller at the Sub-Treas- 
ury. When he was asked what he thought 
of the action of the Secretary he said: 
“The only thing that can be said against 
it is that it was never done before, and is, 
therefore, a precedent. 

“It is entirely within the prerogatives 
of a Secretary of the Treasury to do as 
Mr. Shaw has offered to do and I believe 
that the people of this country will agree 
with him. I see no reason to believe that 
Congress will criticise him in any way.” 

‘“‘How about the report that the Presi- 
dent is not in accord with him?” was 
asked. 

** He is in accord with the President in all 
this matter.’’ 

Later Mr. Babcock again commented on 
Mr. Shaw’s action, saying: 

“*I think the action of the Secretary very 
wise and very timely. I believe that the 
situation here was critical, and that the 
Secretary by his action averted a panic. 

“Secretary Shaw has the fullest con- 
fidence of the President, who knows him 
to be a man of splendid judgment in 
financial affairs, and very practical. He 
knows that the interests of the country 
will be jealously guarded in anything 
which Mr. Shaw does. Hic action was 
based upon good ground and upon wise 
Sepeenens, and I look for excellent re- 
sults."’ 

Asked to quote, if he could, the section 
Or paragraph of the statute upon which 
the Secretary’s action was based, Con- 
gressman Babcock said he could not give 
on the spur of the moment the page and 
number, “but,” he added, “I think this 
is the wording: 

*** Deposits shall be secured by Govern- 
ment bonds, and otherwise.’ 

“You see, that was intended to give 
the Secretary a little freedom of action— 
an opportunity for contingencies. His 
action will be clearly understood in a day 
or two.” 

Mr. Babcock robably refers to Title 
LXII., of the Revised Statutes of the 
United States, known as the National 
Banking Act, where in Chapter L, Section 
5153, such a provision regarding National 
banks as public depositaries is to be found. 

When Mr. Shaw was asked about the 
President's attitude, he answered: ‘* Wire 
him and see.” 

George W. Perkins of J. P. Morgan & 
Co. said that he entirely approved of the 
Secretary's plan. 

Secretary Shaw left for Washington last 
night. 


STOCK MARKET BUOYANT. 


Strong Upward Movement Follows the 
Secretary’s Action and Rumors 
of Coal Strike’s End. 

As an immediate and direct result of Sec- 
retary Shaw’s relief action there was a 
complete revulsion of speculative sentiment 
in Wall Street yesterday, and whereas on 
Monday there had been naught but hope- 
less and almost despairing talk, yesterday 
there were hopefulness and cheerfulness 
everywhere in the financial district. 

This better feeling made itself manifest 
in most striking manner on the Stock Ex- 
change, where prices rose during the day 
even more violently than on the day pre- 
vious thev had declined. Instead of a 
panic aud a badly demoralized market, such 
as had been predicted by pessimists, the 
market was rampantly, almost riotously, 
bullish, with quotations jumping up almost 
by leaps and bounds, and closing generally 
at the highest figures of the day. 

The buying bringing about these very 
substantial recoveries came in part from 


bears and shorts who had sold the market 
on Monday in the expectation of a heavy 
break yesterday—only to be discomfited by 
the action of the Secretary of the Treas- 
ury; and by investment interests and 
others who recognized that the decline had 
been due to the abnormal condition of the 
money market and that relief, therefore, to 
that market would remove the cause for 
what at one time promised to be the big- 
gest prosperity panic Wall Street had ever 
seen. 

Then, too, in addition to the money mar- 
ket relief, there was as a helpful factor 
some very well-defined papers that the end 
of the coal strike is at last at hand and 
that a way to its termination has been 
found satisfactory to all parties in inter- 
est. As bearing out these reports the con- 
ference at Washington was pointed to as 
not without significance, while the enor- 
mous buying of the coal shares lent color 
to the settlement talk. 

The opening of the market was, in the 
Street vernacular, ‘“‘ wiid”’ and apaertiye 
of what might be expected were the bulls 
disposed—as eventually it proved they were 
—to take advantage of the low prices, and 
incidentally, force the shorts to cover. Un- 
der the influence of heavy buying orders 
both for home and London account—Lon- 
don before the opening here had sent prices 
in from 1 to 3 points higher than Mon- 
day’s close—the market opened up any- 
where from 1 to 6 points higher than it 
had closed. Some of the initial gains were: 

Baltimore and Ohio, 3; Canadian Pacific, 3%; 
St. Paul, 3%; Illinois Central, 4; Loutfsville and 
Nashville, 4; Manhattan, 3; Pennsylvania, 4; 
Southern Pacific, 24; Union Pacific, 3; Atchison, 
4, and Missouri Pacific, 5%, the tape recording 
the opening in that stock at ‘‘ 9,000 shares from 
118 to 117.” 

These figures invited some profit taking 
by those who had purchased on the previ- 
ous day's decline, while at the same time 
there was a disposition in some parts of 
the Street to fight the advance. ence it 
was that, after the first haif hour, the 
market began to sag off, under selling in 
which brokers employed by Harris, Gates 
& Co.—John W. Gates’s firm—were act- 
ive. This decline was short lived, the mar- 
ket soon taking on fresh life and strength. 
In the end, aided by the coal strike set- 
tlement reports and under the lead of the 
standard stocks, it fairly ‘“ boiled,” clos- 
ing, as the figures show, at the best prices 
for the day. 


CALL MONEY RATE FALLS. 


Banks Reappear in the Market as 
Lenders—Loans Placed at from 
18 to 2 Per Cent. 


One of the effects of Secretary Shaw’s 
action will be found in a change of the 
weekly bank statement, so that the amount 
of public deposits may be reported sep- 
arately from the Government deposits, 
against which no reserves need be held, 
while the 25 per cent. reserve will continue 
to be held against deposits other than 
those of the Government. This will neces- 
sitate the addition of a column to the 


bank statement, and will show exactl 
how much public and private deposits eac 
bank holds. 

The main feature of the call money mar- 
ket yesterday was the reappearance of 
the as lenders in the market, 


Right at the opening one of the banks 
made a loan of $1,000,000 on the Exchange 
at 15 per cent.; another. bank loaned $5,- 
000,000 at about 18 per cent. After that 
the rate sagged off, and many loans were 
made at 12 per cent. Towards 2 o'clock 
the rate had gone down to 6 per cent., and 
before the close the low level of 2 per 
cent. had been reached. The close was 
at about 4 per cent. 

The Sub-Treasury was a debtor at the 
Clearing House, but the banks lost enough 
to the Sub-Treasury to wipe out their 
gain of the day before and to leave them 
a net loss since Friday of $199,000.

GOVERNMENT BANK DEPOSITS. 


Amount Has " Increased $6,000,000 
Since Sept. 1, and $25,000,000 


Over Last Year. 
Special to The New York Times. 

WASHINGTON, Sept. 30.—The substitu- 
tion of other than Government securities 
will enable the banks to increase their cir- 
culating notes without being forced into 
the market for the purchase of Government 
bonds and the decision of the Secretary to 
favor those banks which accept the new 
rule will, it is believed, have the effect of 
materially increasing the National bank 
circulation, and in this manner adding alike 
to its volume and elasticity. 

There is now on deposit with the depos- 
itory banks to secure the public bonds to 
the value of $125,000,000, an increase since 
Sept. 1 of $6,000,000. This measure of re- 
lief is to be further extended by continuing 
the deposits to the full limit allowed by 
law. In addition to the $125,000,000 held by 
depository banks to the credit of the Treas- 
urer of the United States, there is held by 
such banks to the credit of disbursing of- 
ficers of the further sum of $8,000,000, mak- 
ing the aggregate of public funds held by 
depository banks upward of $133,000,000. 
One year ago the amount thus held for de- 
posits was $102,311,905, and to the credit cf 
disbursing officers, $6,207,702, making an 
aggregate of $108,519,607. It will thus be 
ficers the further sum of $8,000,000, mak- 
seen that the amount now held by the de- 
pository banks is about $25,000,000 in ex- 
cess of that held a year ago. 

The Treasury statement to be issued to- 
morrow will show that the available cash 
balance is about $222,000,000, an increase of 
$31,000,000 since Sept. 30, 1901. 


VIEWS OF BOSTON FINANCIERS. 


Release of Reserve Commended—Opin- 
ions Divided as to Change in Char- 
acter of Securities. 

Specia! to The New York Times. 
BOSTON, Sept. 30.—Boston Bank Presi- 
dents and financiers received the proposals 
of Secretary of Treasury Shaw with divided 
feelings. That part of his announcement 
which says that he will not require the 
banks which are Government depositories 
to keep the 25 per cent. reserve on Govern- 
ment deposits meets with favor all around. 
In the matter of allowing other than Unit- 
ed States bonds to be used as security for 
currency the same men are utterly op- 

posed to the Secretary’s plan. 
Concerning the release of the reserve, 
Franklin Haven, President of the Mer- 


chants’ National Bank, said: ‘‘I think the 
action of the Secretary will have a bene- 
ficial effect. It will tend to ease the mar- 
ket. There never seemed to be any neces- 
sity for keeping a reserve so far as the 
Government deposits are concerned. I do 
not think there is cause for fear under the 
present conditions.”’ 

President J. P. Sterns of the National 
Shawmut Bank said: “I am utterly op- 
posed to permitting the use of other than 
Government bonds as security for deposits. 
Such a thing might do in some sections of 
the country, but in my opinion it would in- 
troduce a dangerous precedent.” 

Both propositions are favored by Presi- 
dent M. Graham of the International Trust 
Company. He said: ‘‘ The Secretary of the 
Treasury might with propriety release the 
reserve on Government deposits. Although 
they are nominally subject to check, they 
are not so actually, and never would be 
called in case of stringency, when ordinary 
depositors call, and a reserve is necessary. 
I think well of the proposal to use other 
securities in place of Government bonds as 
security for deposits. The Government 
could clearly define the class of securities 
that it would accept, so that it need accept 
nothing but the best. There is no question 
that such a method would prevent the an- 
nual Fall stringency.”’ 


AID FOR SOUTHERN ITALY. 


Premier Zanardelli Promises Two Rail- 
ways to the Province of Basilicata.

SHIPPING TRUST PLANS — 
ANNOUNCED IN ENGLAND 


British Vessels in Combination-to 


Retain Their Flag. 


A Majority of the Directors to be Brit 
ish and Half the Tonnage to be 
Built in England. 


SHEFFIELD, England, Sept. 30—Four 
hundred covers were laid at the Cutlers’ 
feast, which was held here to-day. The 
principal guests of the occasion were Lord 
Kitchener and Ambassador Choate, who sat 
respectively at the left and right of Master 
Cutler Hobson. Military officers predoml- 
nated among the guests, and the distine 
guished persons present included Gerald W. 
Balfour, President of the Board of Trade; 
the Duke of Norfolk, Gen. French, and 
Gen, Ian Hamilton. 

Responding to the toast, ‘‘ His Majesty's 
Forces,’ Lord Kitchener avoided political 
topics and confined himself to eulogizing 
the conduct of the army and the Colonial 
forces in South Africa. 

Mr. Balfour referred at considerable 
length to the Atlantic shipping question. 
After sketching the history of recent events 
he said: 

“The reproach leveled at our shipping 
companies for being surpassed in speed by 
German boats is unjust, because it is ime 


possible to run such high speed vessels 
remuneratively unless they are subsidized. 
The possibility of foreign monopoly of the 
entire Atlantic trade is a serious matter, 
and one which must seriously be taken 
into account.” 

Mr. Balfour said his department had 
opened communications with Baron Inver- 
clyde, Chairman of the Cunard Steamship 
Company, and with J. P. Morgan, repre- 
senting the shipping combination, and that 
it was the barest justice to both these gen- 
tlemen to say they had shown the utmost 
readiness to meet the wishes of the Gov- 
ernment. 

Mr. Balfour then announced the details 
of the agreement with the Cunard Com- 
pany. He said the company had engaged 
to construct two vessels which would make 
from twenty-four to twenty-five knots an 
hour. 

With regard to the shipping combination, 
the President of the Board of Trade said he 
believed Mr. Morgan had no intention of in- 
juring British commerce or shipping, and 
proof of this was found in Mr. Morgan's 
readiness to meet the Government on all 
points upon which Great Britain's interests 
might seem to be most endangered. 

Mr. Balfour said an agreement had been 
arrived at with Mr. Morgan under which 
British vessels in the shipping combination 
would remain British, not merely nomi- 
nally, but in reality. A majority of the 
directors of the new combination were 
to be of British nationality, the vessels 
were to fly the British flag, their officers 
were to be British and a reasonable pro- 
portion of their crews would be drawn from 
the same nation, while the combine had 
undertaken that at least half the tonnage 
hereafter to be built for it should be Britis& 
built and fly the British flag. 

Further, in the event of the combine pur- 
suing a policy hostile to the British mer- 
cantile marine Mr. Balfour said the Goy- 
ernment was empowered to terminate the 
agreement, which was for twenty years 
time, and renewable by five years’ notice 
from each party to it. It was not desirable 
in the interests of Great Britain that the 
Americans should remain without @ con- 
siderable share in the Atlantic trade, but 
it was desirable that the inevitable devel~ 
opment of this trade should occur with 
the least possible friction between the two 
peoples. . 

The speaker said it was his earnest hope 
that the arrangements he announced 
would, while safeguarding British inter- 
ests, prove the surest foundation of lasting 
friendship between the two nations. 

When Ambassador Choate arose to re- 
spond to the toast, ‘“‘ Kindred Beyond the 
Seas,” he got an enthusiastic reception. In 
a humorous address the American Ambas- 
sador said Mr. Balfour had made the 
speech he himself had intended to make. 
Mr. Balfour, he said, had dispelled the idea 
that there was any such thing, in a hostile 
sense, as American invasion. 

The contracts which were the subject of 
daily dealings between the peoples of Great 
Britain and the United States were bind- 
ing them more closely together: He would 
be a bold American, continued Mr. Choate, 
who at this moment would think of ap- 
proaching Sheffield with any hostile views. 
The Ambassador agreed with Mr. Balfour 
that the dangers of competition were of 
but little account and said that, after all, 
community of interests was the tie which 
had bound the two peoples together for the 
past century and that he hoped this tie 
would continue to bind them for the next 
thousand years. 

Mr. Choate said the echoes of the Shef- 
field gathering would cross the Atlantic, 
that he believed they had crossed it al- 
ready, and that they would carry the pleas- 
ant conviction that after all which had 
been surmised, and falsely surmised, to ex- 
ist, that which had been said, at times, to 
be a threat of rupture between the two 
countries was in reality likely to make 
them better friends than _ ever. Mr. 
Choate’s remarks were cheered loudly.

LONDON, Oct. 1.—The Times in an ede 
itorial this morning referring to the an- 
nouncement made by President Balfour of 
the British Board of Trade at the Shef- 
field Cutlers’ feast last night regarding 
the Government's arrangement with the 
Morgan shipping combination says that 
when it first became known that a great 
North Atlantic shipping combination had 
been organized through the energy and 
enterprise of J. Pierpont Morgan it was 
hastily assumed tn some quarters that the 
command of the Atlantic shipping would 
wholly pass out of British hands. 

“Though we have regarded and still re- 
gard the original outcry as extravagant 
and mischievous,” says The Times, we 
have always felt that alike from practical 
and sentimental reasons there was a ques- 
tion with which the Government was bound 
to concern itself, The precautions now 
taken are amply sufficient.” 


SUBSIDY FOR CUNARD LINE. 


LONDON, Sept. 30.—The Directors of the 
Cunard Steamship Company sent a letter to 
the shareholders to-night setting forth the 
terms of the proposed subsidy. It will in- 
clude payment by the Government of $750,- 
000 annually. the company to build two 
large, fast steamers for the Atlantic trade. 
The agreement will remain in force twenty 
years after the completion of the second 
steamer. The company is to remain a Brit- 


ish concern, and an undertaking is to be 
given not to unduly raise freight rates. 

The Government will lend the money for 
the construction of the two Cunard steam- 
ers, charging interest at the rate of 2% per 
cent. per annum. The loan is to be repaid 
in annual payments extending over twenty 
years, 

The assistance which the Government, un- 
der this arrangement, renders the Cunard 
Steamship Company is designed for the ex- 
press purpose of meeting the alteration in 
Ponditions of transatlantic traffic caused 
by the formation of the Morgan shipping 
combine. ye 

When the first payments of the $750,000 
annual subsidy are made the present Ad. 
miralty subvention received by the com- 
pany will be discontinued. 

During the continuance of this agreement 
the Cunard Company will hold its entire 
fleet, including any new vessels which it 
builds, at the disposal of the Government. 
The Government will be at liberty to char- 
ter or purchase any or all of the company’s 
vessels at agreed prices. 

In addition to pledging itself to remain a 
purely British undertaking, the Cunard 
Company agrees that under no circum- 
stances shall the management of the com- 
pany be in the hands of other than British 
subjects, nor Shall the shares of the com- 
pany or its vessels be so held. The com- 
pany further agrees not to give any prefer- 
ential rates to foreigners. 

A meeting of the shareholders of the 
Cunard Company will be convened as soon 
as practicable for the purpose of obtaining 
approval of the foregoing plan, and author- 
izing changes in the articles of association 
which will enable the Directors of the com- 
pany to enter into a formal agreement with 
the Government.

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CROKER’S TRIAL PROCEEDS 


Deputy Chief Purroy Accused of 
Conspiring to Oust Him. 


Counse! Delany Offers to Produce Wit- 
nesses — Management of Wicke 


First Avenue Fire and Free 


Pass Charges. 


The trial of Edward F. Croker, Chief of 
Department, was continued before and by 
Commissioner Sturgis at Fire Headquar- 
ters yesterday, and proceeded, as on the 
first day, through a storm of objections 
from John J. Delany, the accused's counsel. 
iA feature of the day’s proceedings was the 
appearance on the witness stand of Deputy 
Chief Charles D. Purroy. Mr. Delany 
openly charged that he was in @ conspiracy 
to oust Chief Croker, in order to obtain his 
position, and that Secretary William Leary 
was in league with him. At nearly every 
stage of the trial, counsel for Chief Croker 
had it formally entered on the record that 
he objected to the presence of Mr. Sturgis 


as judge and accuser. 
Before the continuation of the trial, and 


while Chief Croker and his counsel were 
waiting in a corridor, a friend of the former 


asked: 

“How about you, Chief? 
betting on the result?” 

“The Chief,” interposed Mr. Delany, “is 
mot a betting man. So far as I am con- 
cerned, I would not wager a dollar against 
ten on his chances. But this is not the 
only tribunal, and I fancy that in the end 
ny client will get justice, although now his 
judge is his accuser." 

When the trial was called, Chief Croker 
was served by Assistant Corporation Coun- 
sel Cosby, who is prosecuting the charges, 
to produce all papers and correspondence 
between him and the transportation cor- 
porations named in Charge 4. Then the 
charges hinging on the Wicke fire, in First 
Avenue, on Jan. 31, 1901, were taken up, 
and Battalion Chief George L. Ross was 
called. He identified his official report on 
this fire and gave details of the losses 
which in the aggregate were $1,162,000. 
Cross-examined, the witness said the fire 
was difficult handle and control, and 
the flames were so fierce that apparatus 
was abandoned and horses were injured 
before they could be rescued. It was a big 
blaze. 

DEPUTY CHIEF PURROY CALLED. 

Deputy Chief Charles D. Purroy took the 
witness chair nonchalantly, settled himself, 
and even under cross-examination appeared 
bored and uninterested and spoke with a 
drawl. After relating his career as a fire- 
man and telling of his qualifications as a 


fire expert he said he went to the Wicke 
fire on the second alarm. He found only 
one line in the buildings 404 to 408 East 
Thirty-second Street, which the prosecution 
contends were lost through Chief Croker's 
bad judgment. There was no fire in these 
buildings then. He sent to Chief Croker for 
more lines. The buildings caught fire on 
the sixth floor from the blaze in the Wicke 
building. The fire there was a heavy one. 
¥ rom the sixth floor the fire worked down 
to the fifth. Four lines were in the build- 
ing. An order come from Chief Croker to 
back out, as there fire in the cellar. It was 
obeyed. Witness saw no fire in the cellar. 
The result of backing out was that the 
Luilding was consumed. 

“‘In your opinion as a fireman,"’ asked 
Mr. Cosby, ‘‘at the time the order was 
given by Chief Croker to withdraw the 
jines and in view of the condition of the 
building and surroundings, what should 
have been done?” 

“In view of the fact that the 
supposed to be in the cellar?”

Chief Purroy said he could not tell how

He would have found hydrants for 
reinforcements 

After a tilt with Mr. Sturgis because he 
intervened, Mr. Delany asked: 

“And you mean to say that 
knowing the number of hydrants 
would have had forty engines there? 

“I don’t know how many we had within 
a radius of two blocks, but we had plenty 
of hydrants that night. Might have been 
thirty. If I had found engines at hydrants 
with no water I'd have sent them to the 
river.”’ 

Witness could not say how many engines 
were without water. The water tower was 
served with six engines. Ten engines could 
have been put to it. It was not evidence of 
deficient pressure. The water tower stream 
was efficient, and the pressure 90 to 110 

cunds. Chief Purroy was “ quite positive, 
but would not like to swear,’ that he did 
not talk to Chief Gooderson about what his 
testimony was to be. 

“Why,” asked counsel for the Chief, 
“did you not take a line and extinguish 
the fire in the cellar?” 

** Because under the rules I obey implicit- 
ly the orders of the Chief of the depart- 
ment.” 

The question of water pressure was taken 
up and Mr. Sturgis remarked that, as it 
formed the subject of another charge, Mr. 
Delany could use the Deputy Chief as his 
witness later on. 

“As my witness!’’ exclaimed Mr. De- 
Jany. “I'll now call him as a witness and 
I'll let you know why later on.” 

Mr. Delany said that at a future stage of 
the proceedings he intended to prove by 
Lieut. Bausch that he reported as supervis- 
ory Engineer that the water supply was 
poor and that the reason why the men back- 
ed out was that there was not water pres- 
Sure enough to save the building. Chief 
Purroy admitted that the Chief of the de- 
partment had to exercise his judgment, 
that the lumber yard contained valuable 
timber, that the fire extended after the 
fifth alarm, and that without knowing it 
there could have been a fire in the cellar 
of the Thirty-second Street Buildings. Mr. 
Delany then sprung the question: 

“You are not friendly to Chief Croker, 
@re you?”

Chief Purroy denied that he had rep- 
rimanded witnesses for the defense for 
going to Mr. Delaney’s office or to the 
Broadway Central Hotel, Chief Croker’s 
headquarters, but he had by direction of 
the Commissioner investigated absences 
from duty of Foremen Livingstone, Shea, 
and Hanlon, and told them that they had 
no right to take department records to 
Chief Croker.

After Mr. Delaney had served notice that 
he would not consent to the re-cross-exam- 
ination of Deputy Chief Purroy if he had 
left the building and so had an oppurtunity 
to “prime” himself, Byron D. Southard 
was called. He was in the Park Avenue 
Hotel when it was on fire and he testified 
that he was not warned or succored by the 
firemen and that several guests perished.

“THE TWO SCHOOLS.” 
Marriage at the Madison Square The- 
atre from the Point of View of 


French Farce Comedy. 


the Madison Square Theatre 
night “The Two Schools,” from the 
French of Alfred Capus, replaced ‘“ The 
New Clown,” the wholesome English senti- 
and English fun of which found 
only moderate favor. The title of the 
piece refers to two kinds of husbands, 
the gay and reckless man, so dear to the 
Gallic heart, who distributes his favors 
much more lightly and generously than 
consistent with strict monogamy, and 
the man of impeccable moral character— 
a bit of a bore, you know—who not only 
lacks youth, gayety, and abandon, but 
ends by yielding to temptation stupidly 
and ludicrously when, according to the 
standards of these French pieces, he 
should have been the passionate master 
of many mistresses. 

The title of the piece makes a bid for 
consideration from the point of view of the 
comedy of manners, and the programme 
calls the play a comedy, but ‘‘ The Two 
Schools" really belongs in the class of 
those sprightly French farces which one 
is accustomed to find at the Madison 
Square, best typified perhaps by Bisson’s 
irresistible ‘‘ Le Controlleur des Wagons 
Lits,”” played here under the name of “On 
and Off.” It has the lightness of such 
pieces, and their gracious disregard of the 
austerities of life, and’ it is as popularly 
amusing as the general run of them. 

The story is that of a married woman 
whose affection for her husband has been 
sorely tried by his gay and light-hearted 
infidelities, and who takes refuge in di- 
As a divorced waman she is about 
the man of impeccable moral 
character, when chance throws her quon- 
dam husband in her way again. She finds 
that the virtuous man is not only ponder- 
ous and uninspiring, but is also capable, 
through his asinine vanity, of being played 
upon by the very adventuress with whom 
her lately diverced husband has been liv- 


ing. Meantime her former husband has 
developed a vein of passionate ardor which 
convinces her, though it scarcely con- 
vinces the audience, and so she chooses 
what the author regards as the better 
school of husband. 

The most novel and inspiring scene is one 
in which the divorced husband and his new 
mistress happen to be dining in a restau- 
rant at a table next that at which the di- 
vorced wife and her family are also dining 
The two parties recognize each other, and 
as the result of a confusion as to their 
bills, and other accidents, the young man— 
his companion having gone out—falls into 
conversation with his old family-in-law, 
and ends by sitting down companionably 
with them. The gradation between a polite 
ignoring of one another and a renewal of 
the most cordial intimacy are marked with 
the incomparable skill and drollery of the 
French writer of farces. For the rest the 
play is light and sparkling, but in no wise 
remarkable. 

The honors among the actors were easily 
earried off by Miss Jessie Busby as the 
adventuress, who in turn entraps the three 
chief men of the play. She is an obvious 
middle class type, the divorced wife of a 
book binder, and Miss Busby, denotes her 
brazen arts and her no less brazen assump- 
tion of modesty, her ignorant, underbred 
manners and her chief allurements with 
a precision, refinement, and humor worthy 
of a Parisian. When one recalls her recent 
success as the circus girl in *“* The New 
Clown,’ her performance last night is a 
striking evidence of her skill and versa- 
tility. 

Mr. Jameson Lee Finney, as the wander- 
ing husband, was so sympathetic in his 
wooing, so bright and debonnaire, that one 
was almost willing in the end to believe 
in his sincerity. He has the virtue of be- 
jing utterly simple and natural, and a very 

ositive charm of unconsciousness. Miss 
da Conquest, as the wife, was also simple 
and charming, and her passages of emo- 
tion rang strong and true. As the man of 
impeccably morality, Mr. Winchel Smith 
Was as absurd and impossible as the author 
meant he should be. 


WORCESTER MUSIC FESTIVAL. 


“ Judith,” the Lyric Drama by G. W. 
Chadwick, Presented with a 
Strong Cast.

WORCESTER, Mass., Sept. 30. — This 
evening the forty-fifth annual festival of 
the Worcester County Musical Association 
began with a presentation of “‘ Judith,” the 
lyric drama by George W. Chadwick, that 
was the principal novelty of last season's 
festival. Gertrude May Stein, for whom the 
part was written, appeared as before in 
the title réle. The other soloists were new. 
They were Giuseppe Campanari as Holo- 
fernes, Theodore Van Yorx as Achier, and 
the Sentinel, and Herbert Witherspoon as 
Ozias.

Russian Influence Said to Prevent a 
Show of Enthusiasm in Rou- 
manian Question.

LONDON, Oct. 1.--Commenting upon 
Secretary Hay’s note to the Powers on 
the treatment of the Roumanian Jews 
The Times’s Paris correspondent says 
that the French Governmert must not 
be expected to show any very great 
eagerness in supporting the contention of 
the United States. 

It is ‘rue, says The Times's corre- 
spondent, that France used to pride her- 
self on having forestalled other nations 
in admitting Jews into citizenship, and it 
is also true that the Jews in the French 
colonies have been the stanchest support- 
ers of French rule, and throughout Mo- 
rocco and the Turkish Empire have been 
the instruments of the French propa- 
ganda, causing France at the Berlin 
Congress to take the lead in stipulating 
that they should receive humane treat- 
ment in Roumania. But now there is an 
opposite tendency on the part of the 
French Government. Russia must be 
consulted on this as on other questions, 
and Russia cannot be expected to show 
very great sympathy for the Jews in 
Roumania or elsewhere, and France 
must keep step with her actions.

TIE FOR LOW-SCORE PRIZE 


Miss Curtis and Miss Wells of Boston 
Lead the Field—Disappointing 
Play by Miss Hecker. 


BROOKLINE, Mass., Sept. 30.—Through 
fog and mist, and over the soggy turf of 
the Country Club, plodded to-day nearly 
ninety of the best women golfers of the 
country in the 18-hole qualifying round 
for the National championship. Miss Mar- 
garet Curtis of the Essex County Club, 
Manchester, Mass., and Miss Louisa A.

Mrs. J. T. H. Hubbard of the Harbor 
Hill Club, Staten Island, and Mrs. Alexan- 
der McGregor of the Oakley Country Club 
of Massachusetts, were tied for the thirty- 
second position, with scores of 103. Thirty- 
two qualify to continue match play. 

There were forty-eight other players who 
completed the course and handed in cards, 
with scores ranging from 104 to 133. Nine 
players withdrew.

received by the Kaiser unless the Gov- 
ernment of the empire to which they be- 
long sees no objection to such an audi- 
ence,

WASHINGTON, 30.—The Weather Bu- 
reau'’s weekly summary of crop conditions is as 


Sept. 


follows: 

As a whole, the week was very the 
districts east of the Rocky Mountains, with 
temperatures generally above normal, except over 
the Middle Rocky Mountain slope, where it was 
moderately cool. While the excessive rains in- 
terrupted farm work and delayed the maturing 
of late crops, thty proved favorable for germina- 


tion of Fall-sowh grain, and placed the soil in 
fine condition fer plowing and seeding. No 
damage resulted Yrom frosts, which were con- 
fined to the Central and Northern Rocky Mount- 
ain districts and extreme North Pacific Coast 
regions. The general conditions on the Pacific 
Coast were favorable, although rain is needed in 
Eastern Oregon. 

The weather has been very unfavorable for 
maturing late corn in the central valleys and 
lake region, especially over the northern portion 
of these districts, and the reports indicate that 
corn in shock has been considerably damager by 
dampness and mold over a wide area, and that 
much of the crop in the upper lake region and 
Missouri Valley will not be marketable, 

Reports of injury from rain to open cotton are 
very general throughout the belt, with the ex- 
ception of the Carolinas and portions of Texas, 
and sprouting and rotting in bolls are largely 
reported, especially in the central districts. 
Picking, though much interrupted, is well ad- 
vanced, and is nearing completion in some dis- 
tricts. Late cotton in Central and Northern 
Texas is making rapid growth, but will not 
mature unless frosts are unusually late, and 
under these conditions a light top crop may also 
be gathered in Alabama. A fine crop of Sea 
Island cotton is promised in South Carolina. 

Late tobacco has been materially improved. 
Cloudy and rainy weather, which has been very 
general throughout the week, has been very un- 
Yavorable for curing.

The.committee of the chamber which had 
been working on the transit problem report- 
ed, going fully into the ferry question, The 
plans of Aenry Rogers, who recently bought 
up the electric road interests, were ex- 


plained. H. A. Forest, for Mr. Rogers, ad- 
vocated the running of two lines of ferry- 
boats from a single terminal in Manhattan. 
There must be a twenty-five-year lease, he 
said. One of the lines would run to New 
Brighton and by that line North Shore pas- 
sengers and wagons should travel. he 
other line would land at the foot of Arietta 
Street, Tompkinsville, and should be pro- 
vided with the swiftest boats practical and 
carry, during the rush hours at least, only 
passengers. The plan was indorsed and 
the chamber’s committee was instructed to 
so inform the city authorities.

COTTON.—There was a general improvement 
in the market, with the close well up at top 
notch of the session. The opening was steady, 
with prices 3 points lower to 2 points higher, 
this being a materially better start than the’ 
average room trader had looked for, inasmuch as 
receipts promised to reach well over 80,000 bales, 
while the Liverpool cables proved disappointing. 
On the other hand, weather in the belt coritinued 
unfavorable, spot market advices were bullish, 
the forecast pointed to frost to-night in Arkan- 
sas, and the private cables from Liverpool de- 
clared sentiment was slowly taking a more bull- 
ish hue. Soon after the call general buying, led 
by brokers believed to be acting for Wall Street 
bull interests, caused the list to work up point 
after point. Before the buying movement abated. 
January reached 8.86, and other options in 
accordance. A firmer stock market and a 
normal situation in the money market wefe not 
without influence. A report that the coal strike 
had been settled helped to strengthen bull confi- 
dence. The weekly crop-weather report from 
Naren yg proved to be quite as bullish as an- 
ticipated, and the estimates for to-morrow’s re- 
ceipts failed to equal the predictions made by the 
bears. The commission houses failed to take the 
active interest expected, due largely to belief that 
the stock market might not yet have passed 
through ‘‘the worst.’’ However, at the close 
the market was steady and net 345 points higher. 
Total sales were estimated at 175,000 bales. Liv- 
erpool will to-morrow begin quoting cotton in 
hundredths of a ceht. instead of in sixty-fourths, 
as heretofore. Total port receipts for the day 
were over 80,000 bales, but several 
less than total export clearances. 

Spot cotton closed quiet, with quotations lsc 
lower, on the basis of S8%c for middling upland 
and 9%c for middling Gulf. Sales were 4,353 
bales. Southern spot markets were telegraphed 
as follows: New Orleans, 8%%c; Mobile, un- 
changed, at 84c; Savannah, unchanged, at 8\c; 
Charleston, unchanged, at 84c; Wilmington, un- 
changed, at 8%c; Norfolk, unchanged, at 8 9-ltic; 
Baltimore, unchanged, at 8%c; Augusta, un- 
changed, at &7-16c; St. Louis, unchanged, at 
8%c. Estimated receipts at New Orleans are 
4,000 to 5,000 bajes, compared with 10,184 bales 
actual a week ago and 10,950 bales actual for the 
corresponding day last year. At Houston, 16,000 
to 17,000 bales, against 15,302 bales actual a 
week. ago and 11,493 bales last year. The esti- 
mate for Galveston was 8,000 to 9,000 bales,

It started off firm at 88c¢ 
and was almost immediately bid up to 90c, after 
which there came a period of hesitation and re- 
action lasting until about 1 o'clock, when a sud- 
den demand began around 89c from belated shorts 
that whirled the price instantly to 95c, which 
proved to be the top notch for the day and sea- 
son. For the balance of the day it ruled trreg- 
ular again, but held its ground remarkably weil, 
closing at 95c. Meantime Minneapolis lost a cent 
on September during the session and Duluth -de- 
clined 2 cents a bushel. The general markets, 
outside of the September operations, were more 
or less unsettled all day, ruling steady and easy 
by turns, except New York, which was the 
steadiest market of the country, and closed 
rather firm at a partial %c net advance. Offer- 
ings were very light here throughout the ses- 
sion, @8 traders regarded it as relatively the 
lowest market on the list and worthy of support, 
considering its difference over Chicago. Other 
influences contributing to local steadiness were 
higher French markets, foreign buying of May 
around the opening, seaboard clearances of about 
500,000 bushels, strength of corn, and Northwest 
receipts that were a shade smaller than last 
week, or last year. Export business amounted 
to three loads No. 2 red, four loads Spring here, 
and thirteen loads at outports; also 14,000 bush- 
els ungraded on local account.

Charges Preferred Against Cross, 
Albertson, and Herlihy. 


Ricts at Time of Rabbi Joseph’s Funeral 
Basis of Accusations—Herlihy 
is Transferred. 


Charges were filed yesterday with Police 
Commissioner Partridge by Inspector Cort- 
right against Inspector Adam Cross, Capt. 
Charles L. Albertson, and Capt. John D. 
Herlihy. The charges are the result of the 
investigation by the special committee ap- 
pointed by the Mayor into the conduct of 
the police at the riots on the east side 
which were incident to the funeral of Rabbi 
Joseph on July 30. 

On receiving the report Mayor Low di- 
rected the Corporation Counsel's office to 
prepare charges against the three men 
named, and these were the charges made 
against them by Inspector Cortright. Capt. 
Herlihy later in the day was transferred 
from Police Headquarters to the sub-sta- 
tion at the Grand Central Station. 

Inspector Cross is in Europe. He will be 
notified of the charges on his return to 
this country on Oct. 8, when a date will 
be set for his trial. 

Cross is charged with neglect of duty in 
failing to furnish sufficient police escort 
at Rabbi Joseph’s funeral; for permitting 
the patrolmen to use their clubs on the 
crowds, and with conduct unbecoming an 
officer, in making a misleading and untrue 
report of the riot. 

Albertson is accused of neglect of duty 
failing to provide a sufficient police 
for the funeral procession, and of 


neglect of duty in failing to inform him- 
sclf as to the needs for the preservation 
of order in his precinct on the day of the 
funeral. 

Capt. Herlihy was on duty at Police Head- 
quarters on the night before the funeral 
and the rioting, and the charges against 
him include neglect of duty in failing to 
provide proper police protection in the dis- 
trict on the day of the funeral, and in 
permitting Sergt. Brady, since retired, who 
Was on duty in the telegraph bureau that 
night. to disregard a warning that there 
would be at least 100,000 persons at the 
funeral)

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SAY DETECTIVE STOLE 
MONEY HE HAD SEIZED. 


District Attorney’s Man Arrested for 
Larceny of Marked Bills Taken 
from Accused Deputy Tax 
Commissioner. 


Detective William H. Rynders, who for 
the last two years hgs been attached to the 
District Attorney’s office, was arrested 
yesterday afternoon by order of District 
Attorney Jerome, on a charge of grand lar- 
ceny in the second degree. Justice Mayer, 
of the Court of Special Sessions, paroled 
the prisoner in the custody of Capt. Titus, 
until this afternoon, when a preliminary 
examination will be held in the case 

Rynders is charged with having taken ten 
marked $10 bills, which were to be used as 
exhibits at the trial of Thomas J. Ford, a 
Deputy Tax Commissioner from the Bronx, 
on a charge of having accepted an unlawful 
fee. The complainant against Rynders was 
J. B. Dash, a wealthy owner of real estate 
in the Borough of the Bronx. Rynders w: 
one of three detectives who arrested the 
Deputy Tax Commissioner, at the office of 
Mr. Dash, 61 Water Street, on February 5, 
atter the latter, it ts charged, had handed 
the official $100 in "marked bills. Rynders 
took possession of the marked money. 

Ford has been indicted, and his case is to 
be moved for trial on October 7. Assistant 
District Attorney Rand sent to the property 
clerk at Police Headquarters for the 
marked bills, and was informed that the 
money was not there. An investigation 
showed that it had been returned to Ryn- 
ders. District Attorney Jerome, after Ryn- 
ders had been given an opportunity to ex- 
piain and told’.many conflicting stories, 
regretfully ordered his arrest. é 

** Rynders says he lost the money,” said 
District Attorney Jerome, “but he tells 
three different stories as to how he came to 
lose it. I think he must have been drink- 
ing at the time, as he would never have 
taken the money. I don't think he intended 
to keep it, and probably thought he could 
return it.” . 

The District Attorney said he did not 
think the loss of the marked money would 
affect the case against Ford,.as there were 
other witnesses who could swear as to what 
eccurred between Mr. Dash and the Deputy 
Tax Commissioner.

Thomas F. Ryan, Back from Europe, 
Says American and English Con- 
cern Agreed on a “ Hands 
Off” Policy. 


Thomas F. Ryan, who is a Director of 
*he American Tobacco Company and 
twenty-five other corporations besides, 
turned here from England yesterday on 
the Kaiser Wilhelm der Grosse. Mr. Ryan 
went to England to effect some sort of an 
agreement between the American Tobacco 
Company and the Imperial Tobacco Com- 
pany,which is the English Tobacco “ Trust.” 
When the Americap company, by the ‘pur- 
chase of Ogden’s, Limited, entered the 
British field, the British manufacturers 
tormed a combination among themselves, 
and the result was a fight which destroyed 
the profits of both companies. 

Mr. Ryan said yesterday that his nego- 
tiations toward a working agreement had 
been entirely successful. ‘**‘ The agreement 
made,’ he said, “‘ leaves the British field 
open to the Imperial Tobacco Company, on 
condition that it does not compete with 
the American Tobacco Company in this 
country. The rest of the world, however, 
is an open field for both companies, and 
we may work together or separately as 
we see fit.”’

Col. A. H. Rogers, a Former City Offi- 
cial, Thought to Have Flied 
to Canada. 


Col. A. H. Rogers, who was Deputy Com- 
missioner of Street Cleaning in New York 
under former Commissioner Coleman, es- 
caped on Sunday from the private sani- 
tarium of Dr. Combes at Flushing. It 
said he has gone to Canada. He was orig- 
inally confined in the asylum at Ward's 


Island, having been admitted in the latter 
part of August on an order signed by Jus- 
tice Hall of the Supreme Bench.

Charges Against Seventy-first Regiment 
Officers to be Investigated. 


Charges preferred by Major Clinton H. 
Smith of the Seventy-first Regiment against 
Col. William G. Bates and Surgeon E. T. 
T. Marsh of the same organization will 
come up before a court of inquiry, which is 
to meet to-night at the armory of the 
Twelfth Regiment. The court is composed 
of Col. George R. Dyer, Twelfth Regiment, 
President; Col. Alfred C. Barnes, Twenty- 
third Regiment, and Col. Ardolph L. Kline, 
Fourtecnth Regiment, with Major Willard 
C. Fisk, Seventh Regiment, as Judge Advo- 
cate, 

Major Smith charges that Col. Bates and 
Surgeon Marsh made out false certificates. 
The State made an appropriation of $20,000 
to reimburse members of the Seventy-first 
for personal property destroyed in the ar- 
mory fire in February. The law under 
which the appropriation was granted pro- 
vided that no claims for property covered 
by insurance should be paid from the State 
money, and each member putting in a claim 
had to certify that he had received no in- 
surance. In the charge Major Smith al- 
leges that the accused officers signed a 
veertificate sent to the State Board of 
Audit that they had not received insur- 
ance, when the Major asserts they had act- 
ually received insurance on the same prop- 
erty 

Both officers admit 
claim against the State, but declare that 
the insurance they received only covered 
their losses in part, and they voluntarily, 
it is said, notified the Board of Audit as to 
the insurance and left it to the judgment of 
the board as to whether the claims should 
forwarded or not. 
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PLAN TO PRESERVE K. A. C. 


Old Members Engaged in an Effort to 
Raise $150,000 by Subscription. 


An effort to preserve the organization of 
the Knickerbocker Athletic Club by former 
members has taken shape in an appeal in 
circular form, which yesterday was distrib- 
uted to the old members of the club. The 
method proposed is that a subscription list 
be opened with the purpose of raising at 
least $150,000, with which sum it is planned 
to purchase the equity owned in the name 
of the Knickerbocker Athletic Club by John 


Ballantyne, who, until the time of his fail- 
ure in business a few weeks ago, conducted 
the «nickerbocker Athletic Club as a pro- 
prietary club. With the Ballantyne failure 
the club also failed. 

This appeal for help has been distributed 
to all members of the Knickerbocker Ath- 
letic Club, though the members who are 
actively associated in the plan are nearly 
all men who have been identified with the 
organization since the time that it was 
formed as the Manhattan Athletic Club. 
The method they propose is that the money 
needed to buy the Ballantyne equity in the 
clubhouse property be raised by private 
subscription, the subscribers then to reor- 
ganize the club under a new name, which 
in all probability will be the Manhattan 
letie Club, with the condition made plain 
that the ownership ef at least one share of 
the stock shall be necessary to membership. 
There is a further mortgage of $400,000 on 
the clubhouse property. 





RAILROAD’S LACK OF COAL. 


The New York, New Haven and Hart- 
ford Is Hard Pressed to Sup- 
ply Its Needs. 
Speci fo The New York Times. 
STAMFORD, Conn., Sept. 30.—The New 
York, New Haven and Hartford Railroad 
Company is rather hard pressed for coal, 
though the officials say the road will pull 
through long as coal can be bought. 
There has been trouble in getting soft coal 
for the road since the strike began 
in the West Virginia coal fields last Sum- 


so 
ever 


mer. 

Much of the system's coal supply comes 
from those fields, and when it was report- 
ed some weeks ago that the strike there 
had been ended, and that the men would 
xo back to work it was supposed that the 
rallroad’s troubles were over, so far as the 
fuel was concerned. 

There are few large barges of coal com- 
ing from Newport News or Norfolk for the 
road. Hence the road has been put to such 
straits through the failure of the West 
Virginia supply to arrive that it has had 
fall back in part on the smaller supply of soft 
coal, which is procurable in Pennsylvania. 
The company has determined to add to its 
supply by the bringing of a large quantity 
into New England by train loads direct 
from the mines.

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IMMIGRATION ABUSES 
OFFICIALLY CHARGED 


Commissioner Williams Reflects 
Upon Predecessor in His Report. 


Immigrants Were Rudely Hustied, He 
Says, and Improper Practices Pre- 
vailed in the Restaurant. 


Charges of serious import alleging flag- 
rant disregard of statutory requirements, 
are made against the administration of the 
immigration Bureau of this port under 
Commissioner Thomas Fitchie in the an- 
nual report to the Treasury Department of 
the present Commissioner, William Will- 
jams, filed yesterday. 

While disclaiming ahy satisfaction from 
the opportunity to criticise his predecessor, 
Mr. Williams does not mince words. He 
intimates that immigrants bringing more 
than the usual amount of money were de- 
liberately “held up” by the Inspectors. 
He declares that an obvious ‘“ power of 
blackmail’ resulted from the methods of 


the Board of Special Inquiry. 

The Commissioner says that the practice 
prevailed of detailing persong not qualified 
by law to inspect immigrants. Blank cards 
of detention were, he says, signed by In- 
spectors, and delivered to those unauthor- 
ized persons, and that immigrants were 
detained promiscuously. 

‘The Chief Inspector,” continues the re- 
port, “‘ was allowed to arbitrarily mark the 
word ‘hold’ against the name of any im- 
migrant on the manifest, this causing to be 
brought to him certain picked people to be 
disposed of as he thought best, instead of 
allowing them to be inspected in the regu- 
lar way. 

“The power, first, to detain these people 
without reason, and second, to direct them 
to boarding houses where they paid full 
value for all they received, will be appre- 
ciated when it is remembered that from 
May, 1901, to May, 1902, 463,541 immigrants 
displayed $6,556,880 as they passed through 
the station, and had probably a great deal 
more which they did not exhibit.” 

Mr. Williams says that the Boards of 
Special Inquiry failed to exclude hundreds 
of immigrants reported by the medical staff 


to be incapacitated. These boards, it is 
said, were dilatory in handling cases, slow 
in making reports, and inqutrers as to im- 
migrants held were most unsatisfactorily 
attended to, while deportation papers were 
made out clumsily and at an enormous loss 
of time. 

Upon the subject of the feeding of the 
immigrants detained, Commissioner Will- 
iams says that the treatment was little in 
accord with the idea immigrants might 
have obtained before coming, of this Na- 
tion's manners. 

“They were hustled about and addressed 
in rough language,”’ says the report, * by 
rany of the Government and railroad offi- 
cials, until they were frequently both be- 
wildered and frightened. The fact that the 
quarters in which they were detained were 
formerly called ‘pens’ is suggestive of 
the rest of the treatment they received. 

**Nor can any exception be taken to the 
former application of this word to these 
quarters in view of their filthy con- 
dition. This particularly was the case 
with the dining room, the floor of which 
was allowed by the former privilege holder 
to remain covered with grease, bones, and 
other remnants of food for days at a time. 
In the first days of my administration I 
witnessed the fact that immigrants were 
fed without knives, forks, or spoons, and I 
saw them extract boiled beef from bowls of 
soup with their fingers. 

‘‘ Improper practices prevailed both at the 
food stands and in the kitchen. At the 
former an employe of the privilege holder 
wore a cap with a gilt eagle, and com- 
pelled immigrants to buy bags of food, in 
some cases even where they were bound 
for New York, Jersey City, or Brooklyn. 
The prices charged were in many cases ex- 
orbitant. In the kitchen immigrants were 
frequently compelled to perform service, 
sometimes receiving a bottle of beer or 
some such trifle in return. In one.instance 
a sick immigrant was found peeling pota- 
toes."’ 

Mr. Williams says that the influence ex- 
erted in the bureau by the former holder 
of this restaurant privilege was ‘“ incom- 
prehensible."" No remonstrance or report 
was ever made to the Secretary of the 
Treasury concerning the abuses. The immi- 
grants are now fed decentlygthe report de- 
clares, and have to pay 15 cents léss for a 
meal than formerly. 

Consiaerabl. space is accorded in the re- 
port to the matter of immigration across 
the Cxnadian border. The Commissioner 
says that the work of the bureau at this 
port will always be partly frustrated so 
long av it is so easy for immigrants to en- 
ter the United States from Canada. 

Mr. Williams says that last year 2,000 
aliens were reported to the Outdoor Poor 
Department of this city as fit objects of 
public care. He calls attention to a state- 
ment of Dr. Lederle that immigrant pa- 
tients have been most troublesome to han- 
dle in hospitals. 

‘From my own observations, while trav- 
eling abroad,"’ continues Mr. Williams, “‘ as 
well as from information received, I am 
satisfied that much of the immigration is 
not spontaneous, but assisted or encour- 
aged. It is notorious that the most ex- 
representations are made 
abroad in regard to the ease with which 
wealth can be made here."”’ 

The Commissioner says American Consuls 
abroad should be required to investigate 
these matters. He gives it as his opinion 
that the boards of special inquiry: should 
have greater power of exclusion than they 
now have. The immigration is deteriorating 
in quality, he says. 


VISITORS TO ELLIS ISLAND. 


Lord Charles Beresford and the Com- 
missioner General of Immigration. 


Admiral Lord Charles Beresford of the 
British Navy visited Ellis Island yesterday 
the guest of Commissioner Williams. 
When he arrived here a few weeks ago on 
the Kronprinz Wilhelm he became interest- 


ed in the handling of the big crowd of 
steerage passengers, and his visit to Ellis 
Island yesterday was the outcome of a de- 
sire which he expressed to look further 
into the subject. He spent the whole day 
on the island, was shown through all the 
buildings, and saw the various depart- 
ments at work. 

“IT am astonished at the splendid sys- 
tem and at what is accomplished here in a 
day,’ he said as he was leaving the island. 

Commissioner General of Immigration 
Frank P. Sargent aiso visited Ellis Island 
yesterday. He had just returned from Ot- 
tawa, whither he had gone to confer with 
the Canadian officials with a view to pre- 
venting the immigration from Europe 
which comes by way of Canada, and in
